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BOOKS ON ATOMIC ENERGY 
I. Nuclear Power 
L. J. ANTHONY 


THE first description of the phenomenon of nuclear fission was contained in 
a paper by Hahn and Strassman which appeared in Naturwissenschaften in 
January, 1939. Thereafter came the Second World War and, as far as the 
general public was concerned, atomic energy became an official secret until 
it was thrust violently upon the world when the first atomic bomb burst 
over Hiroshima in 1945. Under the spur of total war and in spite of incredible 
technical difficulties, barely six years were required to translate a tentative 
theory into accomplished fact, a rate of scientific and technical progress 
which is without parallel in history. The story of this achievement is told 
by H. D. Smyth in *A General Account of the Development of Methods of using 
Atomic Energy for Military Purposes under the auspices of the United States 
Government, 1940-1945. (1945, H.M.S.O., 4s.6d.), which is an official account 
of the research and development work in America. Although not directly 
concerned with nuclear power it is essential background reading for anyone 
who wishes to understand something of the development of nuclear science 
and technology. 

For strategic reasons the Allied effort was concentrated in the United 
States and, although scientists of many nations contributed to the work 
which led to the atomic bomb, when the war ended the United States 
possessed a virtual monopoly in the atomic energy field. Hence it was 
inevitable that, when technical works on this subject began to appear, they 
should be American books based on the accumulated experience gained in 
that country. Some of the more useful were published in Britain and included 
three books sponsored by the United States Atomic Energy Commission. 
* Source Book on Atomic Energy edited by Samuel Glasstone (revised edition in 
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preparation, Van Nostrand: London, 30s.) provides a comprehensive 
summary of the fundamental principles of reactor physics and technology 
and includes the essential facts on health physics and the use of radioisotopes. 
*The Elements of Nuclear Reactor Theory (1953, Van Nostrand: London, 
41s.6d.), written by Glasstone in co-operation with M. C. Edlund and based 
on lectures given by the latter at the Oak Ridge School of Reactor Techno- 
logy, is concerned with the basic physics of reactor design and operation and 
is intended as an introduction to the subject for physicists and engineers 
entering the field for the first time. As the basic principles became more 
widely understood emphasis shifted to the technological and engineering 
aspects and Glasstone’s *Principles of Nuclear Reactor Engineering (1956, 
Macmillan, 60s.), which draws freely on material used at the Oak Ridge 
Reactor School, reflects this change of emphasis. 


Britain established her own atomic energy programme soon after the 
war ended, but it was some time before books of purely British origin 
began to appear. An Introduction to Reactor Physics by D. J. Littler and 
J. F. Raffle (2nd edition 1957, Pergamon Press, 30s.) is based on experience 
gained at the Harwell Reactor School and is concerned largely with the 
physics of the gas-cooled, graphite-moderated, natural uranium reactor, 
although sufficient reactor theory is included to enable students to under- 
stand the problems involved in designing thermal reactors of other types. 
This is the first volume in Pergamon’s International Series of Monographs on 
Nuclear Energy of which two further volumes have now appeared. These are 
Neutron Cross Sections by D. J. Hughes (1957, 30s.) and Radiation Shielding by 
B. T. Price, C. C. Horton and K. T. Spinney (1957, 60s.). The first is based 
on experience of the evaluation of nuclear cross section data and fulfils the 
need for a manual which would give a clear and concise explanation of the 
principles of cross section theory and measurement and assist the reactor 
engineer in his understanding and use of such data. The second is concerned 
with the theoretical and practical aspects of shielding against radiation, 
particularly neutrons, and is intended for those who have to design shielding 
for reactors and particle accelerators. 


A major landmark in the development of nuclear energy was the Inter- 
national Conference on the Peaceful Uses of Atomic Energy, held at Geneva 
in August, 1955. A considerable amount of information was made available 
for the first time by experts from many countries including Britain, the 
United States and the Soviet Union. The papers themselves were published 
by the United Nations in sixteen large volumes, but the information 
contained in them has provided adequate material for a number of other 
publications. One such is the Geneva Series on the Peaceful Uses of Atomic 
Energy in six volumes. The aim of the series is to include only Geneva material 
of the most immediate interest dealing with reactors and isotope applications. 
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The first volume to be issued, *Nuclear Fuels edited by D. H. Gurinsky and 
G. J. Dienes (1956, Van Nostrand: London, 64s.), covers papers on the 
metallurgy of uranium and thorium, the effects of irradiation on reactor 
materials and the technology of fuels and fuel elements. Some details of 
importance only to the specialist have been omitted and the book can be 
regarded as an introduction to the subject for the non-specialist. Three 
volumes only have so far appeared in this series, the others being *Nuclear 
Reactors for Research edited by C. K. Beck (1957, Van Nostrand: London, 
64s.) and * Nuclear Power Reactors edited by J. K. Pickard (1957, Van Nostrand: 
London, 64s.), the latter being concerned mainly with water moderated 
reactors using enriched uranium. The value of these volumes is somewhat 
offset by the increasing time interval between the Conference and publica- 
tion. 

Directly attibutable to the Geneva conference is the publication of Progress 
in Nuclear Energy (Pergamon, 1956 onwards, 42s.-120s. per vol.). This review 
is, at the moment, issued in ten separate series covering physics and mathe- 
matics; reactors; process chemistry; technology and engineering; metallurgy 
and fuels; biological sciences; medical sciences; economics of nuclear power; 
analytical chemistry; and law and administration. The first volume of each 
series except the last two has now appeared (also Vol. II of Series I) and in 
each case is based on material presented at Geneva. Each article is a compre- 
hensive summary of the papers relating to a particular subject and in most 
cases data made available since Geneva is included. It is intended that 
subsequent volumes will be annual review volumes although whether this 
programme will be adhered to is uncertain. 


J. G. Crowther’s Nuclear Energy in Industry (1956, Newnes, 17s.6d.), 
although at a more popular level, is also based on the Geneva conference, 
which the author attended. The book contains useful descriptions of a 
number of actual reactors now in operation and is directed mainly to the 
non-technical reader. For those working in the field the Catalogue of Nuclear 
Reactors prepared jointly by Atomic Energy of Canada, Ltd., and the 
United Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority (1956, H.M.S.O., 4s.6d.) gives 
details of all reactors known to have become critical by July, 1955. 


Until quite recently atomic energy in Britain was largely a government 
enterprise and much of the information on developments in this country is 
to be found in publications issued or sponsored by the United Kingdom 
Atomic Energy Authority. Among the most useful of these are the books 
written by K. E. B. Jay. Harwell: The British Atomic Energy Establishment, 
1946-1951 (1952, H.M.S.O., 6s.) contains an account of the research carried 
on at Harwell since its foundation in 1946 and includes descriptions of 
GLEEP and BEPO, which were the earliest of the Harwell reactors. The 
account is continued in Atomic Energy Research at Harwell (1955, Butterworth, 
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ss.), Part 1 of which describes the fhain research programme and is designed 
for non-technical readers. Part 2 deals with fundamental research in physics, 
chemistry and metallurgy and is written for scientists who have not special- 
ised in nuclear science. The work of the Industrial Group of the Authority is 
described in Britain’s Atomic Factories (1954, H.M.S.O., 5s.) which gives an 
account of the methods used for the extraction of uranium from the ore, the 
production of plutonium by irradiation of natural uranium, the separation 
of plutonium and the production, by gaseous diffusion, of U235. Jay’s latest 
book, Calder Hall (1956, Methuen, ss.), describes the design and construction 
of the world’s first atomic power station and is written particularly for the 
layman. 


The decision to erect a prototype atomic power station at Calder Hall was 
taken in January, 1953, and this was followed, in 1955, by a statement of the 
Government's intention to go ahead with the building of commercial 
nuclear power stations as rapidly as possible. The statement was contained 
in a White Paper entitled A Programme of Nuclear Power (Cmd. 9389, 1955, 
H.M.S.O., 1s.) which set out a provisional programme for the United 
Kingdom covering the ten years 1955-1965. The target was the provision of 
1,500-2,000 MW of electricity by 1965. In fact the rate of technical advance 
was so rapid that the original programme was expanded to increase the 
provisional output to 5,000-6,000 MW by 1965. Details of the revised 
programme were given in an appendix to another White Paper, Capital 
Investment in the Coal, Gas and Electricity Industries (Cmnd. 132, 1957, 
H.M.S.O., 8d.) 

Other countries, less advanced in the nuclear field, have been eager to 
obtain information on developments in this country, and the Central Office 
of Information have issued two useful booklets for the Overseas Information 
Service. The Commonwealth and Nuclear Development (2nd edition, 1956 
H.M.S.O., 3s.6d.) includes a short historical account of atomic energy in 
this country and the Commonwealth, together with a description of the 
British nuclear power programme based on the provisions of the first White 
Paper. Nuclear Energy in Britain (1957, H.M.S.O., 3s.) is based on the revised 
power programme and gives a more detailed account of British progress. 


A useful picture of the work of the United Kingdom Atomic Energy 
Authority can be obtained from the Annual Report (H.M.S.O., 1954-5, 
2s.6d.; 1955-6, 2s.6d.; 1956-7, 3s.) and from Atom, the monthly information 
bulletin of the Authority, issued gratis on application. Technical information, 
resulting from research and development work carried out by the Authority, 
is published in the scientific and technical journals and in the form of technical 
reports, some of which are sold by Her Majesty’s Stationery Office. Un- 
classified reports and papers by Authority staff are listed in the monthly 
U.K.A.E.A. List of Publications available to the Public, which can be obtained 
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by writing to the Librarian, Atomic Energy Research Establishment, 
Harwell, Berks. The list is cumulated annually and the cumulation is made 
available for sale through H.M.S.O. 


The control of atomic energy has brought about a revolution in science 
and technology which has had far-reaching effects on the political, social 
and economic life of mankind. It is essential that everyone should be aware 
of the issues raised by the advent of this new power and there is no lack of 
books on the subject directed at the general public. Many authors confine 
themselves to an attempt to translate the scientific ideas involved into 
language intelligible to the layman; others are concerned with the economic 
and social aspects of the subject and, of course, there are a number of books 
which cover both approaches. In the first group, K. Mendelssohn’s What is 
Atomic Energy? (1947, Sigma Books) and The Atom and its Energy by 
E. N. da C. Andrade (1947, Bell) is essentially a non-technical account of 
the basic discoveries leading up to the atomic bomb and has little to say on 
the controlled release of atomic energy. One of the most useful in this group, 
and now, unfortunately, out of print, is Atomic Energy edited by J. L. 
Crammer and R. E. Peierls (1950, Penguin Books), which is a revised and 
enlarged version of Science News number 2. Sir A. L. Dixon’s Atomic 
Energy for the Layman (1950, Chantry Publications, 8s.6d.) covers much of 
the ground of the Smyth report. The futility of prophecy in this field is 
indicated by a quotation with which the author seems to agree, *. . . that no 
major developments in the direction of atomic power supply can be expected 
for ten years or more’. More recent books in this group include Atomic 
Energy and its Applications by J. M. A. Lenihan (1954, Pitman, 25s.), which is 
a useful introduction to the subject for people with a small amount of 
technical training, Inside the Atom by Isaac Asimov (1956, Abelard-Schuman, 
12s.6d.), which is a very elementary account of the basic physics, and Atoms 
at Work by John Mander (1957, Newnes, 10s.6d.), which is written very 
much from the British point of view and is concerned mainly with applica- 
tions, particularly reactors. 

In the second group, one of the most readable is Leonard Bertin’s Atom 
Harvest (1956, Secker & Warburg, 20s.), which tells something of the 
British contribution to the wartime effort and describes how Britain built 
up her own atomic industry. E. W. Titterton, in Facing the Atomic Future 
(1956, Macmillan, 21s.), is concerned with the social and political implications 
of atomic energy and, in particular, that the citizens of a democracy should 
clearly understand the issues involved. He believes that the average man 
must be more fully informed than he is at present if the right decisions are 
to be taken. 


The economic aspects of nuclear power are the subject of three recent 
books for the non-technical reader. *The Prospects of Nuclear Power and 
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Technology by G. Wendt (1957, Van Nostrand: London, 45s.) shows how 
nuclear energy can contribute to the world’s power requirements and 
discusses various types of reactors from the point of view of their use, 
purpose and economic efficiency. Atomic Power: An Appraisal edited by 
C. Allardice (1957, Pergamon, 21s.) is a record of informal panel discussions 
held in Washington at the eleventh annual meeting of the Board of Directors 
of the World Bank. Contributors include Sir Edwin Plowden, Sir John 
Cockcroft and Mr. Lewis Strauss and the emphasis again is on the relative 
economic merits of various types of reactors. Mary Goldring, in Economics 
of Atomic Energy (1957, Butterworth, 15s.) takes a much wider view and 
considers the cost of an atomic energy programme in relation to the financial 
resources of a country as well as the impact of nuclear power on the national 
economy. She suggests that, because of the very high capital cost of such a 
programme, there is a minimum level of national income below which a 
country’s resources are inadequate for any useful development to take place. 
This is not an original view but, coming at a time when there is some over- 
optimistic thinking about the economic benefits of nuclear power, particu- 
larly in under-developed countries, it should help to restore a sense of 
perspective and balance.

SCIENCE FOR ALL. An annotated reading list for the non-specialist. 
Prepared in consultation with The British Association for the Advancement of 
Science. Cambridge University Press for the National Book League, 9s.6d. 1958. 
19 cm. 186 pages. Indexes. 
A useful bibliography of about 700 titles, intended to ‘provide a list of books which 
will help non-specialists to understand physical aspects of the world in which they 
live, and specialists in particular fields to learn something about the activities of their 
fellow-workers’. It is divided into about twenty sections with author and title indexes. 
The annotations indicate the scope and purpose of each book and give some idea of 
its standard. This is a compact work which should be useful in attempting to choose 
from the wealth of material available. (016-5)

THE CASSELL MISCELLANY 1848-1958. [Edited by Fred Urquhart.} 
Cassell, 30s. 1958. 25°5 cm. 896 pages. 

Traditionally one of the heavyweight vessels among British publishing firms, Cassell’s 
has always been particularly strong in biography, history, and the memoirs of 
important contemporaries. It has also maintained an impressive list of best-selling 
novelists, such as Wells, Bennett and Walpole, and published many more in its 
various fiction magazines. The present selection, ably chosen and introduced by 
Mr. Fred Urquhart, offers an imposing banquet both in quality and in volume. 
Beginning with Napoleon Ill and ending with Eartha Kitt, it includes, besides such 
expected favourites as Sir Winston Churchill's books, a remarkable range of 
distinguished foreign authors. (082) 


Illuminated Manuscripts 

MINIATURE PAINTING IN THE LATIN KINGDOM OF 
JERUSALEM. Hugo Buchthal. With Liturgical and Palaeographical Appendixes 
by Francis Wormald. Oxford University Press, 168s. 1957. 32°5 cm. 198 pages of 
text. 155 pages of illustrations. Index. 

A specialist monograph, by a well-known art historian, on a school of illumination 

which flourished in the late 12th and most of the 13th century in the Latin kingdom 

of Jerusalem which was established and held for many years against the Saracens by 

European Crusaders. Twenty-one illuminated manuscripts are minutely discussed, 

and many more referred to, in a scholarly, analytical text. This systematic study of a 

particular group of manuscripts does not reveal, as might be expected, much evidence 
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concerning the relationship of Crusader with Mohammedan art, but traces connec- 
tions with other European schools of illumination, particularly that in Norman 
Sicily, and provides, in the section of plates, a valuable repository of illustrations for 
the student of mediaeval art. (096)

(Sevenoaks), twice-yearly 7s.6d. per copy; 15s. per annum. 25 cm. Illustrated. 
The editorial intention of this new journal (supported by the National Society for 
Mentally Handicapped Children) is to bring together papers of high scientific 
standard from the many branches of science relevant to mental deficiency, the 
emphasis being on pathology, pharmacology, biochemistry and genetics. Psycho- 
logical and sociological studies, however, are not to be excluded, and of the five 
papers in this issue one is psychological and one a discursive account of mental 
deficiency services in the U.S.A. (132-05) 


THE MANIFOLD AND THE ONE. Agnes Arber. Murray, 18s. 1957. 
22 cm. 160 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Miss Arber is one of those rare biologists who have reflected over a lifetime upon the 
deeper implications of the nature of organic phenomena. In her previous works, 
particularly The Mind and the Eye, she has shown that morphogenesis is unintelligible 
unless studied in the light of metaphysical principles. Her argument throughout her 
latest work is that the deliverances of the mystics are far more closely related to life 
in its multiplicity of forms than the abstract conclusions of physico-chemical science. 
A lifetime’s reading of the great philosophers and religious thinkers has been brought 
to bear upon her factual studies of botanic form. She writes beautifully, with a wealth 
of allusion but with the commanding simplicity which will bring this book within 
the reach of the ordinary reader. (192) 


BENEDICT * SPINOZA: THE ELEMENTS OF HIS PHILOS- 
OPHY. H. F. Hallett. University of London: Athlone Press, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 
188 pages. a rtrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Index. 

This is a determined attempt to discover what sort of man Spinoza really was, and 

what was the essence of his thought. Yet the portrait is not an impressionist portrait. 

The author undertakes a painstaking analysis of Spinoza’s thought, beginning with 

his doctrine of Being, proceeding to his theory of knowledge and concluding with 

his ethical doctrines. This last section, which is of extreme interest, is concerned with 
the liberation of the human spirit from bondage. It brings home the important truth 
that Spinoza’s amor intellectualis dei was an intuitive grasp of the divine and not a cold 
exercise of the reason. Admirers of Stuart Hampshire’s recent book on Spinoza will 
find much here with which they disagree, but perhaps also much that throws light 
on aspects of Spinoza’s character w hich receive insufficient emphasis. (199-492)

MARTIN BUBER. Arthur A. Cohen. Bowes & Bowes, 10s.6d. 1958. 

18 cm. 110 pages. Bibliography. (Studies in Modern European Literature and Thought) 
The branch of existentialism most popular i in Britain is that known as Personalism. 
With the translation in 1937 of his famous work I and Thou, Martin Buber opened 
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up a new way of thinking. He is still the most convincing exponent of the view that 
personality is the highest evolutionary achievement and that experience has no 
meaning except in terms of the relation between personalities: ‘all life is meeting’. 
The present work is a simple exposition of the philosophical and social thought of 
one of the greatest of modern Jewish thinkers, the apostle of Hasidism and the lifelong 
enemy of Nazism and Communism. Living in semi-retirement in Israel, Buber moves 
towards his ninth decade enjoying international fame and respect. This is a fitting 
tribute to his achievement. (201) 


THE LETTER AND THE SPIRIT. R. M. Grant. S.P.C.K., 15s. 1957. 
22 cm. 172 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 


This erudite volume by Professor Grant of the University of Chicago will be - 


welcomed by specialists in the study of the Church Fathers. One of the major problems 
presented by the Patristic writings has been the allegorical method of biblical interpre- 
tation which seems so grotesque to many modern students of the Bible. The author 
examines this method, with special reference to Origen’s works, in relation to the 
history of Greek allegorical exegesis and the questions of poetical and prophetic 
inspiration. He traces the development of Greek doctrines of poetic inspiration, the 
interpretation of the Old Testament in Hellenistic and other Jewish writers and in 
the New Testament. We are then introduced to Patristic methods of exegesis 
culminating in Clement and Origen, and to certain parallels between ancient and 
modern interpretations. (220-6) 


COMPOSITION OF THE BOOK OF JUDGES. Cuthbert Aikman 
Simpson. Blackwell (Oxford), 42s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 208 pages. Indexes. 
Although literary analysis of the biblical narratives is no longer a fashionable line to 
follow in Old Testament studies, the Regius Professor of Hebrew at Oxford has 
devoted much care to determining the nature, extent and history of the earliest strand 
of the Hexateuch. A continuation of his The Early Traditions of Israel (1948) with a 
detailed answer to one of his critics is now presented with the same careful scholar- 
ship, and the argument is to be completed in a like work on Samuel and I Kings 1-13. 
This book with its many fresh insights into the text of Judges demands but will repay 
painstaking reading. (222-3) 


THE EPISTLES TO THE GALATIANS AND TO _ THE 
PHILIPPIANS. Kenneth Grayston. Epworth Press, 9s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 
116 pages. Index. (Epworth Preacher’s Commentaries) 

This commentary appears in a series which aims at providing preachers who lack 

technical scholarship with such information as will enable them to understand and 

interpret the essential meaning of the text. Mr. Grayston, who is a lecturer in New 

Testament at Didsbury College, Bristol, admirably meets these requirements. He is 

a competent scholar and has the art of making the letters which he edits come alive 

by his terse, acute and luminous comments. In spite of the limitations of space it 

would have been an advantage if introductory questions had received fuller 

attention. (227) 


THE WRATH OF THE LAMB. Anthony Tyrrell Hanson. S.P.C.K., 25s. 
1957. 22 cm. 260 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 

The author, a professor in the United Theological College, Bangalore, traces the 

idea of divine wrath in the literature of the Old Testament, the Inter-testamental 

period, Pauline thought, the Synoptic Gospels and Acts, Hebrews, the Johannine 
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writings, the pastoral and catholic epistles and the Apocalypse. His main contention, 
competently and lucidly sustained, is that the Christian doctrine of the wrath of God 
is to be interpreted in the light of the love of God and finds its most characteristic 
expression in the book of Revelation which, as the author admits, is in some res 

the least Christian and most Jewish book in the New Testament. 231) 


THE PERSON OF CHRIST IN NEW TESTAMENT TEACHING. 
Vincent Taylor. Macmillan, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 332 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 
In this volume Dr. Taylor first examines the teaching of New Testament books, 
marshalling his material with masterly skill and frequently revealing rare insight into 
the meaning of the text. The exegetical section will be widely appreciated by scholars 
and students alike. While the second half, which deals with the historical and 
theological aspects, makes interesting reading, it cannot be said that the author writes 
with the same sureness of touch. The chapter on the Kenosis hardly recognises the 
objections to be lodged against the Kenotic theory, and the treatment of Christology 
and Psychology is too brief to be of any special value. But the major part of the work 
deserves the highest praise. (232) 


A SHEWING OF GOD’S LOVE. The Shorter Version of Sixteen 
Revelations of Divine Love. Edited and partially modernized from the 15th century 
manuscript by Sister Anna Maria Reynolds. Longmans, 9s.6d. 1958. 17 cm. 
158 pages. Frontispiece. (The Inner Life Series) 

JULIAN OF NORWICH. The Teaching of a 14th Century English 
Mystic. Paul Molinari, S.J. Longmans, 16s. 1958. 20 cm. 224 pages. Bibliography. 
Indexes. 

Julian of Norwich, one of the greatest of English mystics, is known to many within 

and without the Christian Church as the author of Revelations of Divine Love which 

contain an account of revelations, as the author believed, received by her at St. 

Julian’s Church, Norwich, in 1373. Sister Anna Maria Reynolds has produced an 

edition of the Shorter Version of the Revelations from the 15th century text in the 

British Museum. Obsolete words have been discarded and here there has been a 

transposition or expansion of phrase. The text is preceded by a useful introduction. 

Those who wish to proceed to a deeper study of the mystic’s writings will derive 

much profit from Father Molinari’s study. He deals with her adie in three 

sections: the accidental elements of the spiritual life, the essential elements and the 
object of contemplation. In spite of the marked individuality of Julian’s teaching, the 
author shows that it is in harmony with the doctrines of the Catholic Church.

THE THREE DEGREES. A Study of Christian Mysticism. Conrad Pepler. 
Blackfriars Publications, 12s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 264 pages. 
Those who are looking for a reliable introduction to Christian mysticism will find 
in this book what they need. In the first part of the discussion, Father Pepler deals 
with the foundations of mysticism in the doctrine of the Incarnation and Eucharist, 
while in the second part he examines the structure of mysticism and has some 
stimulating chapters on the nature of mysticism, psychologies of mysticism, norms of 
mysticism and the unity of mystical experience. The writer’s treatment rests upon a 
first-hand study of mystical writings and is agreeably free from the unbalanced and 
uncritical approach which has marred so many excursions into this field. (242) 
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THE CHURCH OF ENGLAND: Its Members and its Business. Guy 
Mayfield. Oxford University Press, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 222 pages. Bibliography. 
Index. 

In writing this book, the Archdeacon of Hastings wished to provide a guide to the 

institutional workings of the Church of England. He had in mind the needs of 

churchwardens and members of the parochial council, the man in the pew and 
members of other churches who are interested in the organisation of the Established 

Church. Here we have set out in a simple yet most engaging manner details about the 

Establishment, bishops and clergy, church finance and government, ecclesiastical 

courts, canon law and other matters. For Anglicans the book is indispensable, and 

non-Anglicans will welcome answers to puzzling questions. (262) 


THE VATICAN REVOLUTION. Geddes MacGregor. Macmillan, 21s. 
1958. 22 cm. 224 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Professor MacGregor has written a provocative book. He argues that the decision on 
Papal infallibiliry taken by the Vatican Council in 1870 was a revolutionary one, that 
the Council was, in any event, constitutionally illegal, and that what he calls the 
‘inopportunist legend’ was only invented by the Papal party afterwards in order to 
disguise real doctrinal disagreements. Finally, in a chapter which perhaps to some 
appears to belie the title of the book, Professor MacGregor analyses the decree (which 
is given in an appendix) and comments on the difficulties and obscurities of the 
expression ex cathedra. In working out his ideas the author has written two interesting 
chapters on the democratic tradition within the Catholic Church. (262-13)

The Directory, revised and brought up to date, is arranged in three main divisions, 

giving general information on the dioceses of England, Scotland and Wales, in- 

cluding full particulars of the Roman Catholic Hierarchy in Great Britain. There are 
lists of Cardinals, Archbishops and Bishops of the British Commonwealth and the 

United States of America, the priests of Great Britain and religious Orders in 

England and Wales. Details are also given of teachers’ training colleges and other

PATTERNS IN COMPARATIVE RELIGION. Mircea Eliade. 
Translated from the French by Rosemary Sheed. Sheed & Ward, 25s. 1958. 
22 cm. $00 pages. Bibliography. Indexes. 

What makes a situation distinctively religious? Professor Eliade of Chicago University 

finds the essence of religion in a series of relationships between man and the sacred. 

He begins this learned and important study with an account of the manifestation of 

the sacred at certain cosmic levels—sky, waters, earth, stone. This method is chosen 

because a description of such hicrophanies enables us to determine what the sacred 
relationship means. The rest of the book deals with biological and local manifestations 
and finally with myths and symbols. Religion, as disclosed in man’s reactions to the 
natural rhythms of the universe and in his identification in ritualistic observances 
with the conflicts of redeemer ‘gods’, is represented as man’s unceasing yearning to 
seach beyond time to the security of the sacted. (291) 
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GREEK MYTHS. Robert Graves. Cassell, 30s. 1958. 21 cm. 774 pages. 
Maps. Index. 

By its very nature and etymology a myth is something which lives in the telling and 
re-telling. It is time that the Greek myths were re-told, since their frontiers march 
both with history and superstition, and modern researches into archaeology, anthro- 
pology and the comparative history of religions have thrown a flood of light upon 
mythology. Mr. Graves’ volume combines the appeal of a major work of reference 
with that of a collection of enchanting stories. He recounts these in a crisp and witty 
prose, and supplies the many variations of each legend and their sources—this in 
itself is an inymense service to the reader. His interest in the mythologies of other 
civilisations leads him to trace parallels and suggest origins for the Greck myths on 
every possible occasion. Here he treads highly debatable ground, since his scholarship 
scarcely equals his enthusiasm. But the result is a volume of endless fascination,

ZEN BUDDHISM. Christmas Humphreys. Allen & Unwin, 16s. 1958. 
19 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Mr. Humphreys is a well-known figure in Buddhist circles. As Zen is non-intellectual, 
it cannot exactly be taught, but this lively book is full of helpful suggestions for 
the right kind of reader. Zen proceeds by way of the koan, a kind of insoluble 
conundrum, the ‘solving’ of which leads to satori, a flash of enlightenment. Few Zen 
masters have achieved satori, and on few occasions, but everyone can learn something 
from Zen; and the historical parts of the book are clear enough. The author tends 
to confuse the reader by illustrating some of his points with quotations from Madame 
Blavatsky’s bogus The Voice of the Silence, and the Mahatma Letters. (294-32) 


BUDDHIST HIMALAYA. Travels and Studies in quest of the origins 
and nature of Tibetan Religion. D. L. Snellgrove. Bruno Cassirer (Oxford), 
Distributors: Faber, 35s. 1957. 22 cm. 336 pages. Illustrations. Map. Bibliography. 
Indexes. 

This somewhat discursively written book is an account of an itinerary during 1953 

and 1954 in the Himalayas as well as of Tibetan Buddhism and its development. The 

author is a Tibetan scholar, and therefore his exposition of Buddhism and his 
descriptions of Buddhist ceremonies, in which part of the actual text is given in 
translation, have freshness and authority. He started from Bodhgaya in northern 

India where Gotama attained buddhahood, and his most fruitful travels were in 

Spiti, once part of Western Tibet, and the district of Shar-Khumbu, south of Everest. 

The accounts of the rite performed for the dead and of mandalas extend the interest 

of this work to psychologists. (204-32)

Full particulars can be found here of the Jewish community in the British Isles and 

the Commonwealth, with the names and addresses of principal Jewish institutions 

in other countries. There is information on Anglo-Jewish institutions, Synagogues in 

London and the Provinces, as well as other religious and secular organisations. There 

are maps of Israel and of the United Kingdom showing the Jewish population; a 

chronicle of events for 1956-57; a Jewish book list; an historical note on British 

Jewry, and a Who’s Who of British Jews.

WHERE LONDON ENDS. English Provincial Life after 1750. E. W. 
Martin. Phoenix House, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 312 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. 
Index. 
As a complementary study to his delightful book The Secret People, describing 
English village life after 1750, Mr. Martin now turns to the country towns, and 
considers the life and work of their inhabitants during the last two hundred years. 
After describing the growth of the new towns and the overdue reform of local 
government he recalls the local feelings aroused by the great religious controversies 
of the 18th and 19th centuries, and describes the state of education and public health 


and the leisure activities of the people. It is an attractive book for either the general 
reader or the student. (301-36)

THE STUDY OF COMPARATIVE GOVERNMENT AND 
POLITICS. Gunnar Heckscher. Allen & Unwin, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 172 pages.

The International Political Science Association discussed with much animation at its 
meeting in Florence in 1954 the problem of how far the political experience of one 
country can be applied to the political systems of other countries. In this book the 
Professor of Political Science in the University of Stockholm reports on the 
conference and its studies of particular areas, the democratic control of foreign 
olicy, and related topics; he also makes an important contribution on the methodo- 
fogical roblems involved in the study of comparative government and politics. 
As a some William A. Robson recommends in his preface, it should be read by 
every student of the subject. (320) 


THE BRITISH POLITICAL SYSTEM. André Mathiot. Translated from 
the French by Jennifer S. Hines. Hogarth Press, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 352 pages. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Professor Mathiot, who is Director of the Institute of Political Studies in the 

University of Grenoble, has chosen the United Kingdom for the first of a series of 

studies of the main forms of government. With the aim of discovering the true 

nature of British democracy he discusses in fairly general terms the source, organisa- 
tion and limitation of power as seen in the electoral system, political parties, cabinet 
government, Parliament, the monarchy, the judiciary, the administrative system and 
the various safeguards of individual liberty. The result is a useful comprehensive 
survey which Professor W. A. Robson warmly recommends to students of govern-

THE AGE OF IDEAS. From Reaction to Revolution in Eighteenth Century 
France. George R. Havens. Peter Owen, 50s. 1958. 24 cm. 484 pages. Illustrations. 
References. Index. 

The 18th century in France was remarkable for the richness of its literature of political 

ideas. Men were reacting against bad government and social injustice. A brilliant 

corps of writers translated their reactions into forceful literature. Professor Havens, 
of the University of Ohio, an experienced student of the period, here presents the 
results of his reading in these philosophers. He is expert in combining lucid bio- 
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aphical accounts with acute descriptions of the writings. His book is extremely 
readable, and provides an attractive introduction to the social and political problems 
of the time.

RUSSIAN POLITICAL INSTITUTIONS. Derek J. R. Scott. Allen & 
Unwin, 16s. boards; 21s. cloth. 1958. 22 cm. 266 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
(Minerva Series of Students’ Handbooks) 

Dr. Scott, who is Lecturer in Government in the University of Manchester, has 

rewritten for this book the Russian section of his lectures on political institutions. 

In spite of the inherent difficulties of the subject, the student who reads the volume 

attentively will gain a clear idea of the nature of Russian politics, the history and 

development of the soviets and the constitutional state, the constitution of the 

Supreme Soviet and of the numerous federal ministries, and the general structure of 

the Communist Party. It would be difficult to find a more satisfactory introduction 

to this complex structure.

POLITICS IN AN URBAN AFRICAN COMMUNITY. A. L. 
Epstein. Manchester University Press (Manchester) for the Rhodes-Livingstone Institute 
(Northern Rhodesia), 28s. 1958. 22 cm. 274 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Map. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This study of the Northern Rhodesian Copperbelt combines a useful historical 

survey of African urbanisation with a detailed analysis of the administrative system 

and related topics in a large mining centre. The author, a research officer of the 

Rhodes-Livingstone Institute, spent about a year in the field, and through intimate 

personal contacts with African leaders and other workers obtained information of a 

kind seldom recorded in official documents. His account of local struggles for power, 

especially within the framework of trade union organisation, contributes notably to 
our understanding of recent political developments in the region, and incidentally 
reveals much of the African attitude to problems of race relations. The book is 
written simply but convincingly, and should be read by anybody at all interested in 
an area of considerable importance to the economy of Central Africa. — (320°96894) 


TA T’UNG SHU. The One-World Philosophy of K’ang Yu-wei. Translated 
from the Chinese with introduction and notes by Laurence G. Thompson. Allen 
& Unwin, 35s. 1958. 22 cm. 300 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

This book makes available in English the only imaginative Utopia in Chinese litera- 

ture. At the time of its composition in 1884, its ideas were so revolutionary that 

publication (and then only in part) was delayed until 1913. The work as a whole did 

not appear until some years after the author’s death. The basis of K’ang Yu-wei's 

fantasy is the idea of One World. Increase in human happiness is identified with the 
abolition of ‘boundaries’, national, social and personal. Some readers may reflect 
that the achievement of such a world might reduce humanity to a level of sameness 
at which life would no longer be worth living; but the writing is so plausible that 
we are almost persuaded that K’ang Yu-wei has produced a recipe for happiness. 
The introduction is both biographical and expository. (321-04) 


THE CRIME OF GALILEO. Giorgio de Santillana. Heinemann, 30s. 1958. 
22 cm. 358 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 

Professor de Santillana’s book has an importance transcending the bounds of its 

declared subject. It is, of course, an account of Galileo’s conflict with and eventual 
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trial by the authorities for his support of the Copernican system, and as such is 
probably the fairest and most penetrating anaylsis that has been made. The author 
shows convincingly that matters of theology were of little moment in the case, 
What Galileo in fact fell foul of was a state ‘thought police’ used as an intrument in 
the furtherance of personal intrigues. Although he does not stress parallels, Santillana 
makes it clear that an understanding of Galileo’s case throws much light on the 
effects of state intervention in freedom of thought in any age. (323-44) 


COLONIAL RESEARCH 1956-1957. Colonial Office. H.M. Stationery 
Office, 11s. 1957. 24°5 cm. 322 pages. Bibliography. Paper covers. (Command Paper 
321) 

The ever-increasing amount of specialised scientific research now being undertaken 

in the Colonies is reflected in this extremely informative volume, which brings 

together the reports of eleven bodies engaged in this field as well as short accounts of 
seven other research matters not covered by them. The expenditure on research 
schemes under the Colonial Development and Welfare Act in 1956-57 was 
£.1,538,412, the highest so far. The reports give, in addition to details of particular 
work undertaken, lists of books, articles, and reports which make available the 
results of the many specific investigations. (325-342) 


DEFENCE AND THE ENGLISH-SPEAKING ROLE. Norman 

Angell. Pall Mall Press, 10s.6d. cloth; 3s.6d. paper covers. 1958. 22 cm. 126 pages. 
For sixty-five years Sir Norman Angell has worked indefatigably for the cause of 
peace. In his latest book he does not, however, want either peace or world unity at 
any price. The first could have been achieved by submitting to Germany in 1939 and 
the second by the Western powers becoming satellites in the communist bloc. He 
pleads for greater understanding between English-speaking peoples, who start with 
the advantage of a common language. He criticises the educational system which 
does not equip men and women to take a responsible part in society. (327) 


RUSSIA, THE ATOM, AND THE WEST. The BBC Reith Lectures 

1957. George F. Kennan. Oxford University Press, 10s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 128 pages. 
The tension between the great powers which existed in the autumn of 1957 and the 
aptness of the subject of the Reith lectures have already caused Mr. Kennan to 
command an audience even wider than might have been foreseen. In the foreword, 
which he writes for this printed collection of his lectures, he emphasises that he does 
not want governments to act on his ideas but to think about them seriously. It is of 
interest that, although not delivered, the lecture entitled “Anglo-American Relations’ 
is included here. (327) 


AN ENCYCLOPAEDIA OF PARLIAMENT. Norman Wilding and 
Philip Laundy. Cassell, 63s. 1958. 22 cm. 716 pages. Bibliography. 
This is an admirable reference work for which government administrators, librarians 
and students of political science have long been hoping: a concise and comprehensive 
alphabetical guide to the British Parliament and to all the Parliaments of the 
Commonwealth. Besides giving historical and constitutional notes on the individual 
legislative bodies, it contains appropriate biographical entries and explanations of 
many terms, such as ‘crossing the floor’, which are not self-explanatory. Its compilers 
are, respectively, Librarian of the Federal Assembly of Rhodesia and Nyasaland 
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(formerly on the staff of the House of Commons Library) and Librarian of the 
Legislative Assembly of Southern Rhodesia. (328-42)

THE SUBSTANCE OF ECONOMICS. For the Student and the 
General Reader. H. A. Silverman. 14th edition. Pitman, 20s. 1958. 22 cm. 398 pages. 
Graphs. Bibliography. Index. 
The popularity of this work as an introduction to economics for the beginner has 
been maintained for many years. For this new edition it has been revised and brought 
up to date, leaving its essential character unchanged. The author explains, as simply 
as possible, the nature of economics, and sets out the fundamental concepts in the 
theories of production, value and distribution, the mechanism of exchange, and 
public policy and finance. He concludes with a brief account of the development of 
economic doctrine from ancient to modern times. Mr. Silverman is the author of 
Studies in Industrial Organisation and other works. (330) 


SELECTED PAPERS ON ECONOMIC THEORY. Knut Wicksell. 
Edited with an Introduction by Erik Lindahl. Translated from the Swedish. 
Allen & Unwin, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 292 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Diagram. 
Index. (The Library of Economics) 

The major works of the great Swedish economist Knut Wicksell (1851-1926), such 

as his Lectures on Political Economy, are available in English and have taken their 

rightful place in economic literature. The present volume is thus assured of a welcome; 
it provides translations of several of his articles, from the Ekonomisk Tidskrift and 
elsewhere, not previously published in English, and giving his general views on 
economics (particularly the theory of production and distribution and of foreign 
trade) and on the theories of his contemporary economists. Professor Lindahl’s 
introduction is an intimate portrayal of Wicksell’s life and work. (330-1) 


PROSPERITY THROUGH COMPETITION. Ludwig Erhard. English 
version translated and edited by Edith Temple Roberts and John B. Wood. 
Thames & Hudson, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 276 pages. Diagrams. 

This is a translation of the widely read Wohlstand fiir Alle, by the Vice-Chancellor and 

Minister for Economic Affairs of the German Federal Republic in collaboration 

with Dr. Wolfram Langer. It records the remarkable economic recovery of Western 

Germany during the last twelve years, largely as a result of Professor Erhard’s 

revolutionary decision, as Bizonal Economic Adviser to the British and American 

occupation authorities, to remove economic controls and throw open the market to 
free competition. In a new introduction Professor Erhard restates his economic policy, 
and his conviction that only by a free economic order can prosperity and security be

INDIAN ECONOMICS. G. B. Jathar and K. G. Jathar. Oxford University 
Press, 218. 19$7. 25 cm. 496 pages. Index. 
Mr. G. B. Jathar is joint author of the two-volume work of this title, well known 
to a generation of readers. He has now collaborated with his son to produce this 
new systematic review of Indian contemporary economic problems. The book is 
especially designed for university students and others in need of authoritative 
information; quoting extensively from official statistics, and with constant reference 
to government policy, it describes in detail the twentieth century developments in 
population, agriculture, land tenure, co-operation, industry, labour, transport and 
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communications, trade, national income, currency, finance and economic planning, 
with appendices on foreign capital and on recent government decisions.  (330°954) 


IRAN. Economic and Commercial Conditions in Iran, August 1957. 
F. C. Mason. H.M. Stationery Office for the Board of Trade, 5s. 1957. 24*5 cm. 
124 pages. Map. Paper covers. (Overseas Economic Surveys) 

In spite of its disadvantages as a largely desert area, Iran has considerable wealth in 

minerals and oil and is a potentially important region for development. This useful 

survey, compiled in the British Embassy in Tehran, gives authoritative information 
on the country’s finance, external trade, agriculture, forestry, fisheries, industry and 
mining, communications and transport and economic and social policy. Its statistical 
appendices include bank returns, cost of living indexes and tables of imports and 
exports (by commodity and by country of origin or destination); it also gives a list, 
essential to the trade, of sixteen groups of prohibited imports. (330°955) 


BURMA. Economic and Commercial Conditions in Burma, April 1957. 
B. C. A. Cook. H.M. Stationery Office for the Board of Trade, 4s. 1957. 24°5 cm. 
74 pages. Map. Paper covers. (Overseas Economic Surveys) 

This report by the Commercial Counsellor at the British Embassy in Rangoon is 

part of a series designed to give, in a concise form, economic information likely to 

be of value in the development of British exports. Burma became an independent 
state in 1947 and the report has a particular interest in its indications of the extent to 
which the influence of British administration remains, and its account of economic 
changes in the last ten years. In 1953 a comprehensive report on the economic and 
engineering developments of the country was prepared and this has been a major 
source for this useful summary. (330-9591) 


NIGERIA. Economic and Commercial Conditions in Nigeria, October, 
1957. E. 1. Oliver. H.M. Stationery Office for the Board of Trade, 10s. 1957. 24°5 cm. 
288 pages. Maps. (Overseas Economic Surveys) 

This survey by the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Nigeria is the first to 

deal with that colony separately in the useful series produced by the Board of Trade. 

In addition to a very admirable account, with many tables and useful illustrative 

maps, of the subjects suggested by its title, it has a forty-four-page general chapter 

which not only sets the economic scene but also outlines recent constitutional and 
political developments. Nigeria is the largest of the United Kingdom dependencies, 
with a population of 33 million, and this book is an opportune addition to the material 
on the country at a time when the granting of independence is being actively 
discussed.

ORIGINS OF OWNERSHIP. A Brief History of Land Ownership and 
Tenure in England from Earliest Times to the Modern Era. D. R. Denman.

English land systems are based on ancient usage, and although this book ends with 

the 15th century it traces the origins of the leasehold and other tenures of the present 

day as well as those now obsolete. While not claiming originality in research, it 
brings together, skilfully and readably, a mass of detail from historical and legal 
authorities, with guides for further reading. It will admirably serve the needs of 
students of land ownership who have little knowledge of law or economic history. 
Mr. Denman, author of Estate Capital and works on tenant-right valuation, is 
Lecturer in Estate Management in Cambridge University. (333-30942} 
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SURVEYS OF INDIAN INDUSTRIES. Vol. L Baditha Srinivasa Rao. 
Oxford University Press, 27s.6d. 1957. 25 cm. 368 pages. Index. 
This is a collection of surveys contributed to The Statesman by its industrial corres- 
pondent. Mr. Rao describes, with statistical evidence, the history and present position 
of a number of Indian industries, including iron and steel, non-ferrous metals, auto- 
mobiles, mechanical and electrical engineering, coal, electricity generation and 
supply, petroleum, chemicals, drugs and fertilizers. Although he writes as an 
observer, and makes no claim to supply technical detail, taken as a whole his articles 
give a good idea of the rate and kind of expansion during recent years, and particularly 
since the introduction of the first Five Year Plan, in 1951. (338-0954) 


THE WOMEN’S OUTERWEAR INDUSTRY. Margaret Wray. 
Duckworth, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 318 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Industrial Innovation 
Series) 

This is one of seven works incorporating the results of research by members of the 

Department of Political Economy of University College, London, on the capacity of 

British industry to introduce new products and new processes, an essential element 

in economic progress. Dr. Wray’s exceedingly interesting study of the women’s 

outerwear industry has in fact a broader basis, and gives fuller information on its 
post-war organisation and methods of production than has hitherto been available; 
it covers machinery and equipment, production engineering, factory personnel, 
advertising and marketing, with case data from factories engaged in dressmaking, 
blouse production or tailoring. (338-47) 


OWNERSHIP AND CONTROL OF AUSTRALIAN COMPANIES. 
A study of 102 of the largest public companies incorporated in Australia. 
E. L. Wheelwright. Law Book Co. of Australasia (Sydney, Australia), 42s. 19$7. 
218 pages. 

Written by a lecturer in economics in Sydney University, this is the first serious 

study of the ownership and control of large public companies in the Australian 

economy. The shareholdings of 102 of the largest companies in Australia in 1953 

have been examined, and the information has been classified and analysed by means 

of tables, which comprise a major part of the work. Analysis of the data reveals the 
degree of separation of ownership and control in those organisations which dominate 
the manufacturing, trading, and, to a certain extent, financial activities, in Australia. 

As in Great Britain and the United States, most companies have concentrated power 

into a small group of self-perpetuating oligarchies with minority ownership.

This book, by the Lecturer in Public International Law and Constitutional Law in 

Liverpool University, is based on his researches as a NATO Fellow. Dr. Farran’s 

view is that there is one Atlantic Democracy, comprising the fifteen individual 

Atlantic democracies, and its unity is of vital importance in international relations. 

He therefore reviews the constitution or public law of each North Atlantic country 

to find out how much they have in common, in respect of legislative and executive 








power and constitutional rights, for the furtherance of true democratic freedom. 
His findings will interest others besides students of political and international affairs.

and 14th centuries, Professor Wilkinson devotes this volume to the major constitu- 

tional problem of the age, which was the task of finding some way of reconciling 
political order with political freedom. As in the earlier volumes his scholarly and 
helpful commentary is built around a well-chosen collection of contemporary 
documents, which serious students will find of great use. The author writes with 
engaging enthusiasm of this period of transition from the feudal to the national 
order, when a great struggle was going on for the solution of the ever-present 
problem of human society, the encroachment of the state upon the domain of 
personal human freedom. His book is a handy reference for all students of English 
government.

THE PROOF OF GUILT. A Study of the English Criminal Trial. 
Glanville Williams. 2nd edition. Stevens & Sons, 20s. 1958. 18-5 cm. 336 pages. 
While concentrating primarily on the English criminal trial, the author has in this 
edition, published under the auspices of the Hamlyn Trust, taken account of other 
systems of law, including French, Danish, Swedish and South African systems. In 
addition, the text has been corrected and revised in the light of developments since 
the first edition (1955). The author is Reader in English Law in the University of 
Cambridge.

RAYDEN’S PRACTICE AND LAW IN THE DIVORCE DIVISION 
of the High Court of Justice and on Appeal Therefrom. Consulting Editor, 
C. T. A. Wilkinson. Editors, Joseph Jackson and D. H. Colgate. 7th edition. 
Butterworth, 117s.6d. 1958. 25-5 cm. 1,636 pages. Index. 

Since the last edition in 1953, the issue of a new set of Matrimonial Causes Rules, 

1957, and the reports of some hundreds of cases relevant to divorce law made a new 

edition necessary. This is the standard treatise on this subject in English law and 

comprises seventeen chapters, supplemented by extensive extracts from relevant 
statutes, rules and directions, forms and precedents of documents, tables of fees and

THE ADVOCATE’S DEVIL. C. P. Harvey. Stevens & Sons, 12s.6d. 
1958. 20°5 cm. 178 pages. 
The critical and stimulating reflections of an experienced Queen’s Counsel on the 
several parties to English legal procedure. He deals first with his own branch, the 
barristers, then in turn with the characteristics of jurics, judges, and solicitors, 
commenting on their difficulties, failings and popular misconceptions about them. 
He then reviews and deprecates the unduly laudatory attitude sometimes displayed 
to the conception of the Common Law. Mr. Harvey next summarises the moral 
background of the profession of advocacy, and in his final chapter, ‘Happy Ending’, 
he surveys the professional integrity of bar and bench historically and at the present. 
The author has read very widely and includes many quotations. (347°92) 








EVIDENCE. Rupert Cross. Butterworth, $5s. 1958. 25°5 cm. 586 pages. 
Index. 
This is an important new work on the English law of Evidence, providing a compre- 
hensive and up-to-date treatise covering the needs of both legal practitioners and, 
with its theoretical discussion, those of law students. After an introduction, and in 
the next chapter examples of circumstantial evidence, identity and res inter alios acta, 
the following chapters deal with the functions of judge and jury, the burden of proof, 
presumptions, the quantum of proof, and cases where evidence is unnecessary. The 
author then deals with the competence and compellability of witnesses, the course of 
evidence, privilege, public policy, evidence of disposition and character, the Criminal 
Evidence Act, 1898, evidence of opinion, hearsay and exceptions at common law 
and in statute, and documentary evidence. The author has included, where relevant, 
references to Commonwealth and U.S. cases and publications.

This official publication gives full details of the Royal Households, the High Com- 

missioners in England of Commonwealth countries, the Cabinet, and the various 

Ministrics, Commissions and other Official Bodies. Names of the chief officers in each 

department are given, and there is an alphabetical index to the names of persons who 

hold public appointments in the British Isles.

THE PUBLIC SERVICE. A British Council Study Booklet. Wyn Griffith. 
British Council, 2s.6d. 1957. 21 cm. $2 pages. Illustrations. Paper covers. 
This booklet is intended for the use of study groups, and each of its nine sections is 
provided with a list of subjects appropriate for discussion. Its purpose, which is well 
achieved, is to show the organisation and working of the British civil service, not as 
a model to be adopted everywhere, but as illustrating certain well-tested general 
principles relating to the structure of the service and the recruitment, training and 
conditions of service of the staff. Dr. Griffith was until his retirement an Assistant 
Secretary of the Inland Revenue Department; he is now Chairman of the National

THE MACHINERY OF LOCAL GOVERNMENT. R. M. Jackson. 
Macmillan, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 372 pages. Index. 
Dr. Jackson, who is a Solicitor of the Supreme Court and Reader in Public Law and 
Administration in the University of Cambridge, has also been active in central and 
local government. In this readable book for students and administrators he illustrates 
his general theories on local government by describing the local government of 
England and Wales (excluding London) and its relation to the central government 
of the United Kingdom. He discusses fully the nature of local government, the 
powers and dutics of councils and committees, and matters of staffing and finance, 
concluding with reasoned comments on the system as a whole. (352-042) 


THE SCOTTISH OFFICE and Other Scottish Government Departments. 
Sir David Milne. Allen & Unwin, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 240 pages. Index. (The New

The present volume in this authoritative series prepared under the auspices of the

It describes the work of the departments responsible to Scottish ministers: the 
Scottish Office, with its four main departments (the Department of Agriculture for 
Scotland, the Scottish Education Department, the Department of Health for Scotland 
and the Scottish Home Department), and the smaller departments such as the Depart- 
ment of the Registers of Scotland and the Scottish Record Office. The student of

ARMIES AND MEN. A Study in American Military History. Walter Millis. 
Cape, 25s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 382 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

This book differs largely from previous works on the subject and is an experimental 
attempt to illuminate the almost insoluble problems of today by a reassessment of the 
lessons of the past. It takes the form of a brief review of United States military policy 
in relation to its political, economic and social implications since 1775, when 
American military history had its origin in the farmers who swarmed to Lexington 
with their flintlocks. As the author says, the conclusions based on this cannot be 
adequate and the future of war remains the great and unsolved difficulty. The book is, 
however, well worth contemporary study. (355-0973)

THE F.B.I. STORY. Don Whitehead. Muller, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 364 pages. 
Index. 

The Federal Bureau of Investigation is an American organisation with a staff of 
more than fourteen thousand engaged in a fight against crime and subversion. The 
history of the Bureau is covered in several main periods: from its foundation in 1908 
to 1924, when the present Director, Mr. J. Edgar Hoover, was appointed; to 1933, 
when standards were being improved; from 1933 until the outbreak of war, when 
attention was centred on the campaign against gangsters in the after-prohibition 
period; the war years and post-war period, when the F.B.I. concentrated largely on 
the fight against communism, in addition to its criminal work. The author has had 
the advantage of the co-operation of Mr. J. Edgar Hoover. (364-1)

THE UNIVERSITIES AND ADULT EDUCATION, Bangor, 
North Wales, September 1st-14th, 1956. Arranged by the United Kingdom

It was fitting that this seminar, which was attended by delegates from thirteen 

European countries under the direction of Professor Ross Waller of Manchester 

University, should have been held in Britain where the universities play such a large 

part in the adult educational life of the country. The report on it contains a number 

of useful papers on the role of the university in adult education in various countries 

in Europe and in America, and the different attitudes emerge clearly from the 

recorded discussions. It can be recommended to all with an interest in this subject. (374) 


MORAL EDUCATION IN CHRISTIAN TIMES. E. B. Castle. 
Allen & Unwin, 30s. 1958. 22 cm. 396 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

The Professor of Education in the University of Hull deals here with the nature and 

fortunes of moral education and discipline from early Christian times to the present 
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day. Critical and lively accounts are given of the educational theories of Luther and 
Calvin, Comenius, Locke, Rousseau, Pestalozzi and his German disciples, the Mills, 
Spencer and others. Various educational experiments in the schools of England, 
Western Europe and America are brought under review and there is a final discussion 
of the schools today. By examining ethical and psychological issues in their concrete 
historical setting the author enables teachers and students to conserve what is of worth 
in the educational theory and practice of the past. (377°2) 


ENTERPRISE IN EDUCATION. The Story of the work of the 
Established Church in the education of the people prior to 1870. Henry James

In this book, based upon original research with special reference to the records of 

the several committees of the National Society for Promoting Religious Education, 

we have a detailed and systematic account of the contribution of the Church of 

England to popular education between the foundation of the National Society in 

1811 and the Education Act of 1870. The author, who is Schools Adviser to the 

Diocese of Rochester, draws attention in this useful work to the enterprise of the 

Established Church in the development of training colleges and the pupil-teacher

As the conventional or standard-gauge railway has already been exhaustively treated, 
the authors decided to explore the unusual. Their book, engagingly illustrated, 
explores such fields and experiments as rack and cable railways; funiculars; 
atmospheric railways; monorails; and overhead systems, and they do not exclude the 
fantastic. The writing is simple enough to be enjoyed by the non-technical reader, 
and the survey is both world-wide and historical. (385) 


BRITISH TRANSPORT POLICY. J. R. Sargent. Oxford University 
Press, 15s. 1958. 18-5 cm. 176 pages. Index. 
Competition between road and rail transport has long exercised the minds of 
economists and politicians at home and abroad. Mr. Sargent, a Fellow of Worcester 
College, Oxford, approaches the subject from a new angle in considering the 
opportunities, under the Transport Act of 1953, for greater freedom in charging for 
British transport services. After considering the present patterns of charges, in 
relation to costs, on railway and road services he discusses the problems of indirect 
costs and unremunerative services and offers various recommendations. The book is 
clearly and concisely written, and can be recommended to both the general reader 
and the expert.

SMOKE IN THE LANES. Dominic Reeve. Constable, 21s. 1958. 22 cm.

The travelling Romanies lead a picturesque life compared with the tame, rooted 

existence of house-dwellers. As a part-Romany the author, who travels the roads 

of England, is able to describe the hardships and exhilarations of these wanderings 

from first-hand experience. He gives fascinating glimpses of the caravans, the pets 
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kept in them, the technique of peg- and basket-making, high jinks at Devizes Fair— 
and above all of the colourful personalities of his fellow-travellers. Seldom can 
Romany life of the present day have had so articulate a chronicler, whose shrewdly 
observant eye is matched by a keen ear for his companions’ ripe and racy speech. 
The enchanting illustrations are by the author’s wife, who travels with him. —_ (397)

MORE WELSH FAIRY AND FOLK TALES. W. Jenkyn Thomas. 
University of Wales Press (Cardiff), 7s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 104 pages. Illustrations by

This collection supplements The Welsh Fairy Book (1907) and contains occasional 
references to incidents and people in the earlier work. The tales now told are all 
short but cover a variety of supernatural manifestations, from wells and monsters 
to the Little People and less attractive spirits. These last are almost as varied— 
terrifying, aloof, malevolent and, on occasion, surprisingly gullible. Both intrinsically 
and as a companion to The Welsh Fairy Book, this will be of particular interest to 
folklorists.

Mathematics 
A HISTORY OF MATHEMATICS: From Antiquity to the Beginning 
of the Nineteenth Century. J. F. Scott. Taylor & Francis, 63s. 1958. 25-5 cm. 
280 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
The history of mathematics from its beginnings in Egypt and Babylon up to the 
early 19th century is admirably described in this book by Dr. Scott, who is well 
known for his previous scholarly works on Descartes and Wallis. He draws freely 
on the original material, paraphrasing it where necessary to make it intelligible. 
The invention of trigonometry, decimal fractions, logarithms and the calculus are 
each discussed clearly and concisely. The book is easy to read for anybody who knows 
the elements of mathematics and, although not free from minor errors, can be 
strongly recommended. (510-9) 


AN INTRODUCTION TO PROBABILITY THEORY AND ITS 
APPLICATIONS. Vol. I. William Feller. 2nd edition. Chapman & Hall, 
86s.

Professor Feller’s authoritative book gives a firm mathematical theory of probability 

based on the concept of events in a sample space; in the first volume the sample spaces 

are discrete. The theory is illustrated from a wide variety of practical applications, 
and emphasised by a splendid collection of exercises for the reader. In this second 
edition there are two new chapters. In one, simple combinatorial methods are shown 
to lead to new and even surprising results about fluctuations in coin-tossing and 
random walks. The other discusses compound distributions and branching processes, 
with applications to genetics and nuclear reactions. (s19)

BASIC PHYSICS. A. R. Meetham. Pergamon Press, 21s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 
156 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. 


By basic physics the author means the description of physical laws eliminating 
everything historical, human and experimental. Simple mathematical statements and

correlation are used quite freely, but there are no derivations or applications to 
particular cases. Simple diagrams are also used freely to describe correlations. No 
details of the applications of the basic laws are given. Though students might find it 
a helpful summary, the book is primarily directed to the general reader who wants to 
keep abreast of the subject, and it is obvious that a great deal of thought has gone into 
the book to make it clear, logical, and reasonably free from undue over-simplification.

In the present edition of this well-known textbook chapters have been added on the 

phenomenological theory of superconductivity and the theory of elastomers. In 

addition, the text has been generally revised and brought up to date. The book covers 
the whole field of theoretical physics and is intended for advanced students in the

THE MEASUREMENT OF COLOUR. W. D. Wright. 2nd edition. 
Hilger & Watts, 52s. 1958. 22 cm. 272 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Indexes. 
A standard reference work which describes the principles, methods and applications 
of the trichromatic system of colour measurement. The scope of the book shows 
little change from that of the first edition (1944), but about two-thirds of the text has 
been rewritten and the whole work is reset in a more attractive format. The chapters 
on the principles of photometry and colorimetry, and on the C.LE. system, have been 
extensively revised and there is a new chapter on three-colour reproduction. The 
author, a world authority on colorimetry, is Professor of Technical Optics in the 
Imperial College of Science and Technology, London University. (s35°6) 


PROGRESS IN NUCLEAR PHYSICS. Vol. 6. Edited by O. R. Frisch. 
Pergamon Press, 84s. 19$7. 25*5 cm. 306 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography.

Four of the nine chapters of this volume deal with different aspects of isotopes, two 

with the separation and enrichment of isotopes by multistage processes and electro- 

magnetically, and two with the masses of different atoms. The chapters on separation 
processes are both rather brief and general. Other chapters deal with nuclear models, 
nuclear moments and spins, the spectroscopy of mesonic atoms, fission recoil and its 
effects and finally there is a topical contribution on parity non-conservation. The 
contributions are authoritative and the many data tabulated in the majority of the 
chapters, as well as the careful documentation, make this a useful volume. (539°7) 


NUCLEAR MASSES AND THEIR DETERMINATION: 
Proceedings of the Conference held in the ‘Max-Planck-Institut fiir Chemie’, 
Mainz, 10-12 July 1956. Edited by H. Hintenberger. Pergamon Press, 84s. 1957.

It has been apparent in recent work on this subject that a systematic discrepancy exists 

between values of nuclear masses obtained by mass spectroscopy and those derived 

from a study of nuclear reactions. The papers presented at this Conference bring 
together the results of work on both aspects of the subject. In part the difficulty is one 
of accuracy of measurement, and a great deal of the discussion is concerned with 
constant or systematic errors occurring in a series of unrelated investigations. There 
is no doubt that, as a result of this meeting, many of the difficulties should be clarified, 
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if not resolved, and the book should be of considerable interest to all those who need 
to use precise mass data. (539°74) 


CHRONIC RADIATION HAZARDS. An Experimental Study with Fast 
Neutrons. G. J. Neary, R. J. Munson and R. H. Mole. Pergamon Press, 45s. 1957.

A comprehensive report of experiments carried out on mice at the Atomic Energy 

Research Establishment, Harwell during 1950-53. The design of the experiments 

and the methods used are discussed in full detail and compared with other similar 

experiments. For the present experiments the animals were subjected to continuous 
fast neutron radiation for the whole of their lives instead of receiving daily or weekly 
doses. The analysis of the results obtained is very fully considered and the authors are 
to be complimented both for presenting all their results and for being cautious in 
extrapolating the conclusions from mice to men. This book will be used wherever 
authoritative data on the effects of ionizing radiations are required. (539°77)

AN INTRODUCTION TO CHEMICAL THERMO-DYNAMICS. 
E. F. Caldin. Oxford University Press, 50s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 440 pages. Diagrams. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This is a first university course for chemistry students, presented in such a manner 

that the student can use it for himself. Dr. Caldin is Senior Lecturer in Chemistry in 

Leeds University and has considerable experience in the teaching of thermodynamics. 

This text is clear and painstaking if perhaps rather long-winded. Mathematics is kept 

to a minimum, experimental methods are selectively and clearly described and 

clearly illustrated. There are no worked examples. The book should prove particularly 
useful to those teaching thermodynamics to chemists; while it should also prove 
useful to many students, it would appear rather lengthy compared with alternative 

sources. It is most attractively produced. (541-36) 


FREE RADICALS IN SOLUTION. C. Walling. Chapman & Hall, 
116s. 1957. 23-5 cm. 644 pages. Diagrams. Indexes. 
The author is Professor of Chemistry in Columbia University and is very well known 
for his important work in the field which is the subject matter of this considerable 
book. The volume should be of special interest to chemists, particularly those interested 
in vinyl polymerisation. Following an historical introduction and a brief description 
of the special physical properties and chemical reactions of free radicals, different 
aspects of vinyl polymerisation are treated in several chapters in considerable detail. 
Further chapters deal with additional reactions of different types, halogen substitution 
reactions and autoxidations. Finally there are two chapters dealing with different 
modes of radical formation. The book is most clearly and readably written, and is 
beautifully produced. It should become a standard text. (547-013) 


THE CHEMISTRY OF ORGANIC MEDICINAL PRODUCTS. 
4th edition by Glenn L. Jenkins, Walter H. Hartung, Kenneth E. Hamlin, Jr., 
John B. Data. Chapman & Hall, 86s. 1957. 24°5 cm. $80 pages. Diagrams. Index. 

This new edition of a well-known work has been completely revised and reset. In 

the main the compounds dealt with are classified, somewhat arbitrarily at times, 

according to their chemical composition and major chemical groupings. Their 
formulae are given and there is a brief and concise description of their preparation, of 








their pharmacological properties and of their medicinal applications. Apart from the 
description of new compounds and considerable extension of the chapter on hormones 
there is a new chapter on antibiotics. A good deal of matter has been deleted. The 
book should be of considerable value to all requiring information on medicinal

THE TERPENES. Vol. V. The Triterpenes and their Derivatives, Hydroxy 
Acids, Hydroxy Lactones, Hydroxyaldehyde Acids, Hydroxyketo Acids and 
the Stereochemistry of the Triterpenes. The late Sir John Simonsen and W. C. J. 
Ross. With Addenda to Volume III by Sir John Simonsen and P. de Mayo. 
Cambridge University Press, 84s. 1957. 22 cm. 672 pages. Diagrams. Indexes. 

This is the final volume of the late Sir John Simonsen’s great work on the Terpenes. 

It completes the survey, begun in volume IV, of the more complex triterpenes which 

occur in saps, resins, fish oils and animal body fats, by covering the Hydroxy, 

Hydroxyaldehyde and Hydroxyketo Acids, the Hydroxy Lactones and the stereo- 

chemistry of the Triterpenes. A lengthy appendix is also included to bring the 

volume up to date. The most recent infra-red spectral and X-ray crystallographic 
techniques have been used in structural investigations, the results of which demonstrate 
the close relationship of the Triterpenes to the Sterols and serve as an interesting 
reminder that it may be possible one day to use them in the synthetic preparation of 
vitamins and steroid hormones—a stimulating conclusion to a work of universally 
acknowledged scholarship. (547°92) 


NATURALLY OCCURRING QUINONES. R. H._ Thomson. 
Butterworth, sos. 1957. 22°$ cm. 310 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
(Organic Chemistry Monographs) 

Although they have been studied since the early 19th century for their value as 

colouring pigments this is the first comprehensive account of the naturally occurring 

quinones. Special attention is given to their structures, showing how they vary from 
the simplest benzoquinones to the very complex aphid pigments and include such 
interesting and diverse substances as cochineal, hypericin and vitamin K. There are 
data on their natural resources adequate to satisfy the biologist. The book limits 
itself to the quinones proper and to the related quinols and anthrones where these 
occur naturally. The methylenequinones, phenoxazones and other quinonoid 
substances are excluded. Planned to be of use chiefly to those concerned with 
colouring matters, the book has much to interest organic and bio-chemists. Well 
written, documented and indexed, it is a work of real value. (547-92)

THE GULF STREAM STORY. Hans Leip. Translated from the German 
by H. A. Pichler and K. Kirkness. Jarrolds, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations, 
Maps.

This is not an oceanographical textbook though in the course of it the author achieves 

a brief popular account of the growth of the oceanography of the North Atlantic 

from Columbus onwards. It is primarily a story of human beings, of the urge first 

to explore and exploit, and later to investigate. The author vents his anger, sometimes 
bitter, at the cruelties inflicted by Europeans on Indians during the exploration of the 

Caribbean. He is warmer and calmer in his recital of the ferocities of the buccaneers. 

And he reaches tranquillity as he brings the ‘story’ up to date. Eminently readable. 

There is a rather uneven two-page bibliography. (551-46) 








A TREATISE ON LIMNOLOGY. Vol. L Geography, Physics and 
Chemistry. G. Evelyn Hutchinson. Chapman & Hall, 156s. 1957. 23°5 cm. 
1030 pages. Diagrams. Maps. Bibliography. Indexes. 

This deals with the origin, morphology, morphometry, hydromechanisms and the 

optical and thermal properties of lakes, with the sulphur, silica, phosphorous, iron 

and nitrogen cycles in their waters, their hydrological cycles and water balance, 
organic matter in lake waters and many other questions. It is a very detailed and 
immensely comprehensive work of the greatest value to limnologists, and useful 
also to geologists and oceanographers for its comparative studies, and to biologists 
for its coverage of the physico-chemical environment and mode of life of freshwater 
organisms. There are sixty-five pages of bibliography. A work of scholarship, and 
amazingly thorough; it is to be completed in a second volume on limnobiology and 


the ecological, typological and stratographical problems of lake development.

THE THRESHOLD OF SPACE: The Proceedings of the Conference 
on Chemical Aeronomy, Cambridge, Mass. 25-28 June 1956. Edited by M. Zelikoff.

Institute. Symposium Publications Division, Pergamon Press, 105s. 19$7. 25°5 cm. 
354 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Indexes. 

This volume contains a record of the papers contributed by specialists in geophysics, 

chemistry and aerodynamics in a concerted attack on chemical problems of the 

upper atmosphere. The four sections cover problems arising from the effects of 
radiation on atmospheric gases, with particular reference to the airglow; laboratory 
studies of the spectrochemistry and photochemistry of atmospheric gases; data 
derived from rocket exploration of the upper atmosphere; and aerothermodynamic 
problems of hypersonic flight where the aerodynamic laws for an ideal gas no longer 
apply. The contributors are all actively engaged in research in their particular fields 
and the work described here will be of considerable interest and value to those 
concerned with the study of the upper atmosphere. (551°5)

THE PREHISTORY OF EUROPEAN SOCIETY. V. Gordon Childe.

This book appears posthumously, a few months after the accident which has robbed 

Europe of one of its greatest prehistorians. It is in effect a spirited essay written to 

show how the social and economic basis underlying the spread of civilisation from 

South-west Asia and Egypt from the first gave Europe a distinctive way of life. 

Prehistoric Europe’s relatively small social units and freedom from extreme theocratic 

tyranny gave her bronze-smiths and other artisans a high status and progressive 

outlook that can be directly linked with the recent technical and scientific pre- 

eminence of the West.

THE LOW COUNTRIES. S. J. de Laet. Thames & Hudson, 21s. 1958. 


21 cm. 240 pages. Illustrations. Plans. Map. Bibliography. Index. (Ancient Peoples 
and Places) 


This fifth volume in the series covers the prehistory of Holland, Belgium and 
Luxemburg from the time of the earliest Palaeolithic occupation down to the Gallic 
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campaigns of Julius Caesar. The author, who is a professor in Ghent University, has 
written a straightforward summary of the archaeology of the region that will be of 
great value to students but of limited appeal to the general reader. The illustrations 
maintain the exceptionally high standard now established for this series; they include 
a little known Upper Palaeolithic bone engraving of great beauty, and several 
photographs of sites that demonstrate the high skill of the best Dutch and Belgian

THE DEVELOPMENTAL CYCLE IN DOMESTIC GROUPS. 
Edited by Jack Goody. Cambridge University Press, 21s. 1958. 23°5 cm. 154 pages. 
References. Paper covers. (Cambridge Papers in Social Anthropology, No. 1) 

Four anthropologists discuss (with one exception on the basis of their own fieldwork) 

various aspects of family and kinship systems in Africa (Fulani and LoDagaba), 

Borneo (Iban), and the Trobriand Islands. The general theme is the changing pattern 

of those systems during the life-cycle of the individual family, with special reference 

to what happens when the children marry and set up home for themselves. A brief 
introduction by Professor M. Fortes summarises the findings and elaborates upon 
their significance for anthropological theory. The whole is a work of considerable 
importance that should be studied by all who are interested in comparisons of types 
of family structure. (572) 


NATURE INTO HISTORY. Leslie Paul. Faber, 21s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 
202 pages. Index. 


As a philosopher and historian Mr. Paul is impelled in this work to examine ‘the 
problem of the transition from animal to man’, by comparing biological evolution 
with human history and animal with ‘primitive’ human behaviour. Any study of 
this kind is inevitably weakened by our present lack of knowledge about the first 
humans, except by inference from the behaviour of contemporary ‘primitive’ peoples. 
This, as the author recognises, is speculation, however cautious, since all living peoples 
are equally removed from the first by evolution and history. Specialists will query 
Mr. Paul’s interpretations of some ethnographic data, which may also prove too 
technical for some general readers. The book is nevertheless stimulating, though its 
conclusions may not convince. ($72)

THE ORIGINS OF LIFE. Albert Ducrocq. Translated from the French 
by Alec Brown. Elek Books, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 230 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
Every generation since the scientific awakening of the 17th century has believed 
itself to be on the point of discovering the nature of life, Neither the mechanistic 
theories propounded by the 19th century rationalists nor their successors, the Vitalists 
and the Organicists, have solved the mystery. Recently the rise of the science of 
Cybernetics has revived the mechanistic theory in a new form. M. Ducrocq, a 
distinguished French expert on electronics, is convinced that by creating more and 
more delicately adjusted computors, while simultaneously controlling environmental 
forces, we may be able finally to produce the conditions and perhaps the reality of 
organic life. His book, which is efficiently translated, should arouse in the English 
speaking world as much interest as it has done in France. (574) 
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THE BIOCHEMISTRY OF THE NUCLEIC ACIDS. J. N. Davidson. 
3rd edition, revised and reset. Methuen, 21s. 1957. 17 cm. 256 pages. Illustrations. 
Diagrams. References. Index. (Methuen’s Monographs on Biochemical Subjects) 

In spite of the title of the series to which it belongs this is not a monograph. It is an 

elementary guide, a most excellent one, to the nucleic acids and nucleoproteins. 

Dr. Davidson, Professor of Physiological Chemistry in the University of Glasgow, 

has rewritten much of the material, which is up to date to the end of 1956. He covers 

the hydrolysis products of the nucleic acids and chromatographic methods for their 
separation, the polynucleolides, nucleases and related enzymes, the histochemistry of 
nucleic acids and their presence in tissues and cytoplasm, their catabolism, bio- 
synthesis and metabolic activity, the biological function of RNA and DNA and 
nucleic acids in viruses. A first-class book which maintains the high standard of its 
previous editions. (574-19)

LABORATORY ANIMALS BUREAU: COLLECTED PAPERS. 
Vol. 6. Report of a Symposium on Humane Technique in the Laboratory held 
by UFAW (Universities Federation for Animal Welfare) at Birkbeck College, 
London, on 8th May, 1957. Laboratory Animals Bureau (M.R.C. Laboratories, Holly 
Hill, London, N.W.3), 10s. 1957. 21°5 cm. 82 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. 
Paper covers. 

This clear and concise volume should be in the hands of all researchers using mammals 

for experimental purposes. The substitution of animals by microorganisms, tissue 

cultures and machine models is considered in four papers. The remaining eight 
papers consider principally a reduction in the numbers of animals used, which can 
be achieved by means of efficient experimental design and the use of critical faculties 
in assessing the value of techniques which are to be employed. Throughout, the 
emphasis is on the planning stage of experiments, and if the advice proffered is 
followed an increase in humane techniques and experimental accuracy should result.

After introductory chapters, the memoir is divided into three 
main parts, the first giving the history from 1890 to 1947. Dr. Bray then proceeds to 
discuss the present state of knowledge of the exo-erythrocytic cycle of the avian and 
saurian plasmodia, morphology and characteristics of the species, chemotherapy and 
biochemistry, relapses, immunology, pathogenicity, tissue culture and, finally, 
general considerations and related genera. The description of the exo-erythrocytic 
cycle of the mammalian plasmodia follows the same plan, and the memoir concludes 
with views relating to taxonomy and specific classification. (596)

THE SOURCES OF INVENTION. John Jewkes, David Sawers and 
Richard Stillerman.

The three authors are American economists rather than technical experts, and the 

primary purpose of their book is to investigate the relationship between invention 

and industrial development. In attempting to deal with current ideas on the place of 
the private inventor and the corporate research group in modern industry, the 
benefits obtained from a Research Department, the correct method of organising 
industrial research, and similar problems, they found conflicting and unsupported 
statements everywhere. They have therefore collected a great deal of authentic 
information on the conditions under which inventions are produced, and the opinions 
of many experts. The second half of the book is a collection of case histories of 
modern inventions. Although no clear answers seem to be forthcoming to the 
questions that started the work, the book is nevertheless an important contribution 
to the subject. (608)

for the clinician who wishes to undertake animal experiments. Throughout, Mr. 
Dempster first states the clinical problem, then assesses the contributions made by 
scientists all over the world to its solution, giving full bibliographical reference to 
their papers. The monograph first deals with tissue regeneration and wound healing, 
grafting, transplantation and implanting, and with low temperature studies. The 
second part is concerned with the systems, with hypertensive diseases, and with 
cardiovascular, intrathoracic, genito-urinary and gastroenterological problems.

There 
is some rearrangement and a good deal of new material in this edition: for example, 
on facial development, functional anatomy of the mouth cavity and dentition of the 
primates.

The main section is 
an alphabetical list of over 8,500 materials considered from the point of view of their 
toxicity and potential danger to operators. Particular hazards are noted in each case 
with general details on storage and handling. There is a useful index of synonyms 
and a section on shipping regulations, but as the latter are taken from the U.S. 
Bureau of Explosives Tariff No. 10, they will be of little use outside America.

CORTISONE THERAPY MAINLY APPLIED TO THE 
RHEUMATIC DISEASES. J. H. Glyn. Heinemann, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 
172 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

Dr. Glyn, who is Consultant in Physical Medicine to a London hospital group and 

has had much experience of clinical trials of cortisone, surveys primarily for 

practitioners, but also for specialists and house officers, the present knowledge of 
steroid therapy. He first traces landmarks in the development of the drugs from the 
mid-twenties in America to the present day, and gives the chemical and pharmaco- 
logical background. Practical problems are then discussed, such as indications, 
laboratory aids to therapy, routine procedures at follow-up clinics, dosages, with- 
drawal of therapy and intra-articular injections. The monograph, which Lord Cohen 
of Birkenhead commends, deals mainly with chronic rheumatism, but includes 
discussion of the uses of cortisone in other diseases. (615-5) 


BIOCHEMICAL INVESTIGATIONS IN DIAGNOSIS AND 
TREATMENT. John D. N. Nabarro. 2nd edition. H. K. Lewis, 25s. 1958. 
22 cm. 312 pages. Illustration. Diagrams. Bibliography. Indexes. 

Dr. Nabarro, who is Assistant Physician, the Middlesex Hospital, London, elucidates, 

for hospital registrars and house officers, the application of biochemical tests to 

diagnostic and therapeutic problems. As a background for his straightforward and 
ractical textbook, he gives adequate accounts of the biochemical and physiological 
asis of disease. There are several new sections in this edition, notably two on 
abnormal haemoglobins and malignant carcinoid. Throughout Dr. Nabarro takes 
cognisance of the uses of radioactive isotopes, and includes advances in the under- 
standing of the adrenal gland. To each chapter suggestions for further reading are 
appended. (616-07) 


A CONTRIBUTION TO THE STUDY OF PORTAL HYPER- 
TENSION. Alan Henderson Hunt. Livingstone, 40s. 1958. 25 cm. 242 pages. 
Illustrations. References. Index. 

This monograph, based on the clinical experience of Mr. Hunt as Surgeon, St 

Bartholomew’s and the Royal Marsden Hospitals, London, and widened in scope 

by the specialist facilities for diagnosis and treatment provided by such hospitals, 

was, in 1956, awarded the Jackson Prize of the Royal College of Surgeons. Technical 
considerations and case histories are relegated to appendices, and the comprehensive 
text proceeds from anatomy, causes and effects of extra and intrahepatic portal 
obstruction, and clinical manifestations, to indications for operative treatment. 

Mr. Hunt then describes the various essential investigations, pre-operative treatment, 

emergency treatment of haemorrhage, analyses the results of the various surgical 

procedures among his own cases and discusses the complications of treatment. The 
two final chapters deal with the effects of portal to systemic venous anastomosis and 

the choice of operation. The volume is beautifully produced. (616-1) 


POLYMYOSITIS. John N. Walton and Raymond D. Adams. Livingstone, 
32s.6d.

This exhaustive study derives from forty cases at the Royal Infirmary, Newcastle 

upon Tyne, and Massachusetts General Hospital, Boston, Mass. Dr. Walton and 

Professor Adams, by means of a meticulous analysis of world literature and their 

own personal experience, seek to clarify the relationship of this group of diseases, 

and to examine in detail, polymyositis and dermatomyositis. They critically survey 
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present knowledge, classify their cases and consider incidence. Thence, they proceed 
to a careful discussion of the clinical picture, laboratory procedures used in diagnosis, 
natural history and prognosis; they outline treatment and deal in detail with pathology 
and diagnosis, concluding with their findings regarding aetiology and pathogenesis. 
Finally they add case histories and a bibliography with titles of some 300 papers.

Also to present these facts simply and briefly, in such 

a way that they are readily comprehensible to practitioners to whom laboratory 

facilities are not available and to students for the postgraduate Diplomas of Tropical 

Medicine and Hygiene and Public Health. Professor Davey has added to this edition 

descriptions of Isospora and Toxoplasma, rearranged some diagrams and included 

a new one illustrating the life history of the malaria parasite. The material in this 

reliable standard textbook is excellently presented.

of the basic fundamentals of general surgery. Although the author has covered an 
extensive range of surgical practice, from tuberculosis to that of the cerebral tumour, 
it is in the field of neuro-surgery that he has attained his outstanding reputation.

The final section by A. V. Cleaver summarises the latest ideas on this subject. Although 
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the book adds nothing new, it will appeal to the general reader who wants a readable 
account of what has been and, it is hoped, will be accomplished.

Industry. It assumes that the reader has already decided to use electronic data pro- 

cessing machines and is in the throes of installing them. Such problems as the selection 

and training of personnel, programme planning and initial operation are dealt with 
in a factual manner. The actual ‘experience of several companies during the initial 
stages have been collated, and an imaginary company is taken through all the steps 
necessary for satisfactory operation. Mr. Canning writes in an easy style and the fact 
that he does not assume a specialised knowledge of electronic computers will make the 
book readily acceptable to business managements.

CATALYSIS. Vol. V: Hydrogenation, Oxo-Synthesis, Hydrocracking, Hydro- 
sulfurization, Hydrogen Isotope Exchange and Related Catalytic Reactions. 
Edited by Paul H. Emmett. Chapman & Hall, 120s. 1957. 23 cm. $48 pages. 
Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
Of the six chapters in the fifth volume of this valuable series three deal with catalytic 
reactions of carbon monoxide, including the Oxo reaction and the synthesis of higher 
alcohols by reaction with hydrogen. There are also chapters on the hydrogenation of 
aromatic compounds, on the hydrosulfurisation of liquid petroleum fractions and on 
the use of hydrogen isotopes in the study of hydrogenation and exchange. The last 
chapter is considerably longer than the rest, and should prove of great value to 
research workers in this field. The other chapters should be found of value both by 
academic and by industrial research workers studying catalytic reactions. The 
articles are authoritative and the standard is high as is also the manner of presentation.

THERMODYNAMICS FOR CHEMICAL ENGINEERS. Harold C. 
Weber and Herman P. Meissner. 2nd edition. Chapman & Hall, 68s. 1957. 24 cm.

Engineering thermodynamics deals with heat engines, refrigerators, turbines, fluid 

flow, power cycles, compressed gases, etc. Chemical thermodynamics is concerned 

with voltaic cells, the equilibrium constant, solutions, the standard free energy change, 
chemical potentials and, most elusive of all parameters, the fugacity. It follows that 
chemical engineers need to know all these things, and this is the book to teach them. 
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It is extremely well written. The authors have gone out of their way to explain most 
succinctly those details which puzzle students when they first learn thermodynamics, 
e.g. the difference between equilibrium states and steady states. The claim that the 
examples are intended to make the student think rather than calculate sets the tone 
throughout. (660-28)

A TEXTBOOK OF BREWING. Jean de Clerck. Translated from the 
French by Kathleen Barton-Wright. Vol. 1. Chapman & Hall, 84s. 1957. 25-5 cm.

An authoritative review of brewing science and technology, originally published in 

French in 1948 by the Professor of Brewing in the Université Catholique de Louvain 

and now issued in a revised English edition. After a general introduction to the 

brewing process the author considers chemical and other requirements for raw 
materials. He reviews the malting process, steeping and germination of burley 
including information on modern equipment and techniques; discusses kilning and 
covers the properties and composition of the malt. Brewing and fermentation are 
dealt with, and types of beers, their qualities and defects are reviewed. The work is 
fully documented and the numerous illustrations are models of clarity. In years to 
come this will serve as a main textbook for students of brewing as well as a key 
reference work for those engaged on the technical side of the industry. (663-4)

THE MANUFACTURE OF LAKES AND PRECIPITATED 
PIGMENTS. A. W. C. Harrison. Revised by J. Stewart Remington and 
Wilfred Francis.

This is a thorough revision, and some extension, of a widely used book which gives 
clear practical guidance on the manufacturing processes and analytical and testing 
methods in the industry. Important subjects dealt with for the first time include the 
purification of industrial waters intended for lake and pigment manufacture and the 
measurement, by international standard methods, of colour and light fastness. The 
two chemists undertaking this revision have very successfully retained those methods 
of treatment and the sequence of instruction which have made Mr. Harrison’s book 
so popular for nearly twenty-five years.

This book is 
designed to meet the needs of people who, while interested in plastics, have little 
knowledge of these materials or the processes by which they are fabricated. Its ten 
sections, providing a non-critical survey, include a general introduction to the 
industry, detailed properties of commercial plastics, the forms in which plastics come, 
production statistics and prices, applications, processes, a chapter intended to help in 
the selection of the appropriate material and a list of U.S. materials manufacturers. 
The book should prove a useful guide although it refers exclusively to U.S. plastics.

The author of this useful account of commercial rubbers, compounding ingredients 

and chemical derivatives is a well known member of the American Chemical Society 

who has been connected with the rubber industry for over forty years. The level falls 
short of advanced, although sections such as those on synthetic poly-isoprene and on 
the fluoro-polymers summarise recent work. A wider field is covered than the title 
suggests, for it includes a short history of rubber, a synopsis of plantation practice, 
a review of the structure and properties of natural and synthetic rubbers and an 
account of rubber-to-metal bonding. (678)

124 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. 
Seven papers on various aspects of Wood Preservation are included together with 
ensuing discussions. Paper 1. Describes effects of environmental conditions on activities 
of marine borers. Paper 2. Timber preservation from viewpoint of architects: surveys 
attitude of architect to available information on biological and fire hazards of timber: 
discusses gaps in present knowledge. Paper 3. Observations on B.S.913 : 1954 
Pressure creosoting of timber: contains background information on that standard. 
Paper 4. Practical information on application of insecticide and fungicide treatments 
in situ. Paper 5. Surveys work throughout the world on compatibility of wood 
preservatives and glues. Paper 6. Describes new mechanical test to study wood pre- 
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servatives by assessing loss in section during fungus attack. Paper 7. Surveys soft rot, 
basidiomycete, and chemical deterioration in timber in water cooling towers. (691-1)

ART IN CRISIS. The Lost Centre. Hans Sedlmayr. Translated from the 
German by Brian Battershaw. Hollis & Carter, 35s. 1958. 22 cm. 276 pages. 
Illustrations. Index. 

The Professor of Art History, Munich University, here examines the thesis that when 

God is no longer in the centre of man’s life artistic expression becomes dislocated, sick 

and irrational. Against this background the architecture and painting of the !ast two 

centuries is examined with a profusion of ideas and analogies which make for lively 
reading. The author is particularly interesting on monumental architecture, the cult 
of the theatre and museum, landscape gardening, functionalism in architecture, carica- 
ture, and the art of Breughel and other precursors of modern art. He brings a conti- 
nental outlook to whatever problem he discusses, and though his pessimism may 
sometimes seem excessive, nobody with an intelligent interest in art history during 
the last two centuries should miss this book. (709-03) 


Town and Country Planning 


SYDNEY’S GREAT EXPERIMENT. The Progress of the Cumberland 
County Plan. Denis Winston. Angus & Robertson, 37s.6d. 1957. 25 cm. 160 pages. 
Illustrations. Maps in colour. Bibliography. Index. 

The County of Cumberland covers an area of 1630 square miles in New South Wales 

and comprises the city of Sydney and its environs. The population is nearly a quarter 

of that of the whole of Australia. After the formation of the County Council in 1945 

a development plan was evolved covering the ways in which the city of Sydney was 

to expand, the use of land throughout the county, transport, etc. This book describes 

the origins of the plan and its progress in the last six years. With admirable coloured 
maps and plans, photographs giving the historical background as well as the current 
scene, the statistical and other appendices, it is valuable not only to those interested 
in town-planning but as a contribution to the history of local government in Australia 
and of the development of that country’s oldest city. (711-09944) 


Architecture 


ARCHTECTS’ YEAR BOOK 8. Edited by Trevor Dannatt. Elek Books, 
42S. 1957. 25 cm. 224 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. 
This publication is not, as its title might easily suggest, a collection of statistics related 
to the work of architects during the past year, but a kind of annual magazine reflecting 
the outlook of the avant-garde of the profession. Comprising about fifteen articles, it 
contains original thought, technological expertise and criticism, and is fully illustrated, 
principally with photographs and plans of recent buildings, distinguished aesthetically, 
technically, or both. For the layman, to whom the book is addressed as well as to the 
architect, the book provides a panoramic view of what the younger members of the 
profession, the younger in mind, that is to say, are thinking at the present time. It is 
produced with an appropriate puritan elegance. (720-58) 


PHILIBERT DE L’ORME. Anthony Blunt. Zwemmer, 70s. 1958. 25-5 cm. 
176 pages. Illusrations. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. (Studies in Architecture, 
Vol. 1) 


This is the first volume of a promising new series to be devoted to studies of the great 








masters of classical architecture. Philibert de l’Orme was a commanding figure among 
16th century humanist scholars in France, but he has been neglected by historians, no 
doubt because so many of his buildings have been destroyed and today are only 
known from rather inadequate engravings. Sir Anthony Blunt, Director of the 
Courtauld Institute of Art, University of London, and widely recognised to be the 
outstanding authority on French classical architecture and painting, has sifted all the 
evidence and compiled a monograph which is a model of compressed scholarship, 
clear organisation and readability. Remarkably well illustrated, despite the paucity 
of surviving records, the book sets a high standard for this new venture in publishing.

Sculpture 
JEAN ARP. Carola Giedion-Welcker. Translation from the German by Norbert 
Guterman. Documentation by Marguerite Hagenbach. Thames & Hudson, 63. 

1958. 30 cm. 64 pages of text. 120 illustrations (1 in colour). Bibliography. 

Hans or Jean Arp (born at Strasbourg in 1887) is presented in this book of plates as a 
versatile artist working in the abstract idiom with many different materials—wood, 
stone, bronze, graphic work, paint and such unusual techniques as relief modelling in 
string. Associated in his early life with the avant-garde Dada movement in Zurich 
during the First World War, Arp has continued experimenting in abstract designs, 
a full range of which are illustrated in this volume. The plates are preceded by an 
essay by Carola Giedion-Welcker which includes some of the artist’s poems and 
concludes with a catalogue of the sculptures, writing and illustrative work. Printed 
in Germany, the translated text shows signs of somewhat hasty preparation for 
English readers, place-names appearing in the German form and American spelling 
predominating throughout. (730-944) 


Drawing 
WILLIAM BLAKE (1757-1827). A Catalogue of the Works of William 
Blake in the Tate Gallery. Martin Butlin. Introduction by Anthony Blunt. Tate 
Gallery: distributors Heinemann, 20s. 1958. 25 cm. 78 pages. 74 illustrations (5 in 
colour). 
The occasion for this catalogue was the William Blake Bicentenary Exhibition which 
opened at the Tate Gallery, London, in November 1957. As is fitting, the national 
collection of British art possesses ‘probably the most comprehensive representation’ 
(to quote from Sir John Rothenstein’s foreword) of Blake’s art. Seventy-eight pictures 
are minutely described, with references to literature, reproductions and exhibitions. 
The plates are arranged chronologically with two illustrations to a page in most cases. 
The cataloguing work has been done by Martin Butlin, Assistant Keeper at the Tate 
Gallery, while the Introduction on Blake’s art is by Professor Sir Anthony Blunt of the 
Courtauld Institute. The book will have permanent value for the Blake specialist.

CORREGGIO’S DRAWINGS. A. E. Popham. Oxford University Press for 
the British Academy, 84s. 1957. 30 cm. 238 pages. Illustrations. 109 plates. Biblio- 
graphy. Indexes. 

This first systematic study of Correggio’s drawings is an important event in art 

historical studies. Dr. Popham, until 1954 Keeper of the Department of Prints and 

Drawings at the British Museum, London, has compiled a catalogue of nearly one 

hundred original drawings by this master of the Italian Renaissance, together with a 

subsidiary catalogue of drawings wrongly attributed to him. This is followed by the 
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section of plates in which the drawings are reproduced together with the paintings, 
where appropriate, for which they formed preliminary studies. Introducing this 
material are nine chapters of text in which Correggio’s technique and the chrono- 
logical sequence of his drawings are comprehensively discussed. Though this massive 
work is not intended as a revaluation of Corregio’s art in general it will be an indispen- 
able book for all future studies of the artist. (741-945) 


Stained Glass 


ITALIAN STAINED GLASS WINDOWS. Giuseppe Marchini. Trans- 
lated from the Italian. Thames & Hudson, 168s. 1957. 30°5 cm. 264 pages. Illus- 
trations (many in colour). Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 

To readers, even to art specialists, it will be a revelation to discover in this volume 

something of the richness of Italian mediaeval and renaissance stained glass. It contains 

ninety-two colour plates, four colour transparencies which may be held against the 
light (a successful innovation in the illustration of art books), diagrams showing the 
position of the windows in their architectural context, and a scholarly text by 

Professor Marchini. The special feature of Italian stained glass windows is that they 

were often designed by the fresco painters responsible for the decoration of the walls 

of the churches in which they appear. Well-known artists such as Duccio, Simone 

Martini and Ghiberti appear in this book as designers of windows. The monumental 

character of their windows is but one of the many surprises which emerge from a 

perusal of this impressive work, which was published in Italy in 1955 (where the 

plates are also printed) and now appears in identical format with English translation 

and title-page. (748-5) 


Painting 
EXPRESSIONISM. A Generation in Revolt. Bernard S$. Myers. Thames & 
Hudson, 90s. 1958. 28-5 cm. 408 pages. 369 illustrations (36 in colour). Bibliography. 
Index. 
Expressionism has been mainly a German movement with a far-reaching influence 
on 20th century painting and graphic art generally. Charged with emotional protest, 
a concern with social injustice and a predominantly pessimistic view of life, the work 
of the Expressionist painters lacks the sensuous warmth of the modern French School 
but provides a powerful commentary on European civilisation in the first half of the 
20th century. In this large volume, printed in Germany, Mr. Myers, an American 
art historian, gives a detailed conspectus of the whole movement. He treats the leading 
artists in individual chapters, discussing both their life and work in some detail, but 
avoids, for the most part, any general assessment of the movement as a whole. The 
plates are of a high standard and well distributed throughout the text. (759°3) 


ITALIAN PICTURES OF THE RENAISSANCE. The Venetian 
School. A List of the Principal Artists and their Works with an Index of Places. 
2 vols. Bernard Berenson. Phaidor: Press, 958. 1957. 27 cm. 224 : 66 pages of text. 
2 coloured frontispieces. 332 : 528 pages of illustrations. Index. 
These two volumes are the first instalment of the revised and enlarged edition of 
Mr. Berenson’s Italian Pictures of the Renaissance, published in 1932. Vol. 1 contains 
a 206-page catalogue of Venetian painters alphabetically arranged, with a list of their 
works given under the places where the pictures are now located. Plates 1-628 follow, 
the series being continued in Vol. 2 which is wholly pictorial. Reproducing nearly 
1400 pictures, these are valuable source books for serious students and a useful reference 
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work for tracing the present whereabouts of well-known pictures of the Venetian 
School. A feature of the catalogue is that studio copies are included, with information 
(both for original pictures and copies) concerning the amount of restoration they have 
undergone since they were first painted. (759°5) 


SIMONE MARTINI. Text by Giovanni Paccagnini. Translated from the 
Italian. Heinemann, 126s. 1957. 31-5 cm. 180 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). 
Bibliography. (Great Masters of Italian Art) 

This English translation of an important monograph published in Milan in 1955 

reproduces the exact format of the Italian original. The main text of ninety-two pages 

is interleaved with tipped-in colour plates of fine quality. Historical and critical notes 
follow with numerous monochrome illustrations. Out of this lavish material an 

integrated picture emerges of the work and life of the Sienese painter who was a 

leading exponent of what has become known as the International Gothic style of 

painting. This is a book for specialists and a beautiful example of Italian colour 
printing and book production. (759°s) 


Music 

THE NEW MUSICAL COMPANION, being The Musical Companion 
now thoroughly revised and brought up to date. Edited by A. L. Bacharach. 
Gollancz, 21s. 1957. 19 cm. 784 pages. Musical example. Diagram. 

This famous book, first produced in 1934, now makes a welcome reappearance in a 

modernised form. The additions and corrections take account of most of the great 

developments that have taken place in music during the last twenty-four years. The 

generally easy style of the contributors and their learning, easily worn, make it a 

truly companionable introduction to the theory and history of music. Dent’s chapter 

on opera and Blom’s ‘Essay on Performance and Listening’ remain outstanding. (780} 


HARMONY FOR THE LISTENER. Robert L. Jacobs. Oxford University 
Press, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 190 pages. Musical examples. Index. 
As a Workers’ Educational Association lecturer, Mr. Jacobs has acquired an easy lucid 
style which he puts to good use in this able outline, written for the ‘average music- 
lover’. Starting from the structure of the National Anthem, he explores the growth 
of harmony, through concords, discords, the dominant seventh and ninth and the 
usage of the Viennese classics, right up to the moderns. In the latter he makes a sharp 
distinction between the styles of Hindemith and Schoenberg. The 161 music examples 
are very well chosen, particularly as illustrating points of modulation in relation to 
sonata form. Each chapter ends with a useful summary of its arguments. (781-3) 


Sports and Games 
JUDO: BASIC PRINCIPLES. Eric Dominy. Herbert Jenkins, 16s. 1958. 
22 cm. 156 pages. Illustrations by Peter Johnson. 

Judo is a sport which demands regular physical training and can only be mastered by 
constant practice reinforced by instinct. Nothing can take the place of these, but there 
is a theoretical side to be learned as well. Mr. Dominy’s book is extremely lucidly 
written and should prove very useful to the aspirant who wishes to progress quickly. 
The author deals with the whole range of technique, from breakfalls and elementary 
footwork to the advanced throws, locks and methods of holding-down. Good illus- 
tration is essential to a book of this kind and the line drawings here are ingeniously 


designed and simple to follow. (796-8) 
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THE DINGHY YEAR BOOK 1958. Edited by Adlard Coles and Hugh 
Somerville. Adlard Coles in association with Harrap, 12s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 176 pages. 
Illustrations. Diagrams. 

The popularity of dinghy sailing was increasing before the war and has forged ahead 

at great pace since the waters were re-opened. The appearance of this first year-book 

is opportune and should be widely welcomed. It is packed with information and 
interest and covers, among other aspects: types, shape and design; cruising and tuning 
for racing; trailing by road; principal events of 1957; international and home racing; 
the Portsmouth standard handicaps; and a who’s-who. The photographs and diagrams 
are numerous and excellent. (797°1) 


LITERATURE 


SELECTED CRITICISM. Louise Bogan. Peter Owen, 30s. 1958. 21°5 cm. 
414 pages. Index. 
The author is a distinguished American poct and critic who writes with all the 
expected vigour of American criticism, but with more polish and tolerance than one 
often finds there. Her interests are wide and although her chosen field in this collection 
is mainly the American and European literature of the last hundred years, her 
judgment moves with assurance over the whole range of European literature. Some 
of the pieces in this volume are no more than short book-reviews, and a stricter 
selection would have ensured a more impressively even book. Still, Miss Bogan is 
evidently that rare phenomenon an independent critic, equally receptive to traditional 
and avant-garde writing, undoubtedly a find for the lover of literature. (804)

PRINCIPLES AND PERSUASIONS. The Literary Essays of Anthony 
West. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 222 pages. 
This collection represents a series of notices the author has published in The New 
Yorker. They are therefore limited to the length of book reviews, but Mr. West 
succeeds in giving even to this brief form the completeness and incisiveness of genuine 
essays. His themes are mainly modern literature and biography and he has a special 
penchant for military history. In the biographical essays he shows an impressive mastery 
of his subject, but he is a hard-hitting critic who believes that many modern reputa- 
tions have been too easily won. Brevity occasionally makes him less than just, but his 
judgments always command respect and provoke hard thinking. (804) 


SPOKEN WORDS. A Guide to Everyday Speech. A. Musgrave Horner. 
Phoenix House, 12s.6d. 1958. 21 cm. 120 pages. Diagrams. 

This is a plain man’s guide to good English speech. It will chiefly interest people for 

whom English is a language of everyday use. The author is Lecturer in Speech 

Education at Adelaide Teachers College, and is well known in Australia as a broad- 

caster and lecturer. A London-trained phonetician, he writes with authority and yet 

with popular appeal. (808-5) 


American Literature 

THE ANTIPHON. Djuna Barnes. Faber, 18s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 128 pages, 
The author of Nightwood, an experimental novel which earned high praise twenty 
years ago, has now written an equally unorthodox play. Set in the late war, the action 
unfolds in the minds and memories of a widow, her brother and her three grown-up 
children. It contains brilliant speeches, written in a loose five-beat verse line, which 
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catches the accent of Jacobean tragedy, sometimes to the point of parody. It echoes, 
too, the favourite Jacobean themes of sudden violence, incest and bawdy humour, 
but the plot-line scarcely exists and the theatrical effect is difficult to grasp from a 
reading. (812-5) 


ALARMS AND DIVERSIONS. James Thurber. Hamish Hamilton, 18s. 
1957. 22°§ cm. 382 pages. Illustrations by the author. 
Those who are reading Mr. Thurber for the first time will find most of the range of 
the master’s work in this collection—parody, short-stories, his special brand of 
fantastic humour and straightforward reporting. Connoisseurs will find little that is 
new, some of the items being reprinted from the New Yorker and others from earlier 
books, but they will welcome the gathering of so many first-rate pieces into one 
volume. The article on the Loch Ness monster is a notable specimen of Mr. Thurber’s 


rare straight-faced style, and there is also a rich selection of drawings including the 
classic The Masculine Approach. (817-5) 


English Poetry 
WILLIAM COWPER: NATURE POET. Roderick Huang. Oxford 
University Press for the University of Malaya, 18s. 1957. 19 cm. 160 pages. Portrait 
frontispiece. Index. 
Sponsored by the University of Malaya, this monograph offers new evidence of the 
world-wide pervasion of English studies. Cowper has been much examined as a 
psycho-religious problem, but Dr. Huang’s book deals with an aspect of his poetry 
which has previously received only little attention. It also stresses anew the influence 
of the Methodist James Hervey, whose writings helped to fire Cowper’s imagination 
‘with the awe-inspiring feeling of God’s presence in nature’. It is to Cowper as a 
religious poet of nature that this study is specifically devoted, though there are also 
chapters on him as ‘the lover of rural nature’ and as a descriptive artist. (821-6) 


COLLECTED POEMS. Michael Roberts. With an Introductory Memoir 
by Janet Roberts. Faber, 18s. 1958. 21 cm. 226 pages. Index. 
Michael Roberts, who died ten years ago, aged 46, possessed a strong personality, 
which expressed itself in many activities besides poetry. He was a critic with a 
markedly scientific bent, an editor of poetry, a climber and a prominent figure in 
left-wing literary circles of the 1930’s. Two distinct modes of writing reveal them- 
selves in his verse, the first a poetry of sympathy for nature and the outdoor life, the 
second a more intricate search for the meaning of contemporary history. His poctry 
gives off a strong echo of the pre-war years and suggests that his own poetic 
individuality had yet to become di ully developed. (821-9) 


English Drama 

OTHELLO. William Shakespeare. Edited by M. R. Ridley. Methuen, 215. 
1958. 22 cm. 316 pages. (The Arden Shakespeare) 

This edition represents a major piece of re-editing since the previous Arden volume. 

Mr. Ridley takes the opposite view of Dr. Alice Walker, co-editor of the play in the 

New Cambridge series, and he regards the First Quarto, which appeared only shortly 

before the First Folio, as the prime authority for the text. His critical view of the play 


is excellently argued, but it is surprising that he does not comment on the disparaging 
view of Othello’s character fe 
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Mr. T. S. Eliot and Dr. F. R. Leavis. Textual problems are very fully dealt with in 
the appendices and notes. (822-3) 


SALOME. Oscar Wilde. Translated from the French and introduced by 
R. A. Walker. Heinemann, 30s. 1957. 25 cm. 108 pages. Illustrations by Aubrey 
Beardsley. 

This play, while still enjoying a succés de scandale, has never rarked very high among 

Wilde’s writings. Mr. Walker’s translation from the original French echoes its 

macabre qualities and makes the most of Wilde’s wit. The present edition is chiefly 

notable for the accompanying Beardsley illustrations. These are not only unexpur- 
gated in their details, but represent the only complete set yet issued. Mr. Walker's 
interesting introduction explains the history of each drawing, traces the diverse 
influences on Beardsley’s art and offers an extremely well-balanced appreciation of 
his work as a whole. (822-8) 


THE POTTING SHED. Graham Greene. Heinemann, 8s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 
84 pages. 
Like The Living Room this play deals with a crisis of belief. A famous rationalist’s son 
discovers later in life that he has been rescued by a miracle from a boyhood attempt 
at suicide. The dramatic effect must depend on the spectator’s own measure of 
religious conviction. The second act, in which the priest who has offered up his own 
faith as a sacrifice reveals the truth, provides a genuinely moving climax. The last 
act suffers from the dilemma common to most attempts to dramatise religious 
experience: the experience either ceases to be religious or to be dramatic, in this case 
the latter. Mr. Greene’s theatrical craftsmanship is nevertheless extremely distinguished.

English Humour 
PORTRAITS IN SATIRE. Kenneth Hopkins. James Barrie, 25s. 1958. 
22 cm. 302 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Mr. Hopkins sees English Satire as falling into three ‘ages’—Golden, Silver, and 
Bronze—the first starting with Samuel Butler (1612-80), the second with Charles 
Churchill (1731-64), and the third not so much ending as fading out after Lord Byron 
(1788-1824). The present book, confined to the second or ‘Silver Age’, surveys the 
satirical writings of Churchill and ‘Peter Pindar’ (John Wolcot) in chief, but also 
those of Christopher Anstey, William Mason, William Gifford, T. J. Mathias, and the 
contributors to The Rolliad and The Anti-Jacobin. Even if these names and titles are 
no longer widely familiar, some acquaintance with them is essential for students of 
English literature and history. Since satire is largely concerned with castigating the 
follies of society and the fumblings of politicians, Mr. Hopkins rescues from neglect 
a nest of literary hornets who, in their day, stung as champions of the public weal.

EDMUND BLUNDEN. Alec M. Hardie. Longmans for the British Council, 
2s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 44 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper covers. (Biblio- 
graphical Supplements to “British Book News’) 

Mr. Blunden is an author of such instinctive modesty that the range of his achieve- 

ment tends to be overlooked. His Undertones of War is one of the few English literary 

classics yielded by the First World War, and the best of his poems on military or 
rustic themes are firmly established as minor masterpieces of their kind. He has also 
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done extremely valuable work as editor, critic and biographer, notably on Shelley 
and Clare. Mr. Hardie’s essay offers a detailed biographical portrait, and communi- 
cates his pleasure in Mr. Blunden’s work, without, however, attempting a formal 
critical assessment. (828-9) 


French Literature 
RESTLESS HEART. Jean Anouilh. Translated from the French by Lucienne 
Hill. Methuen, 10s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 98 pages. 

An early play of Anouilh’s which introduces two of the dominant themes of his later 
work. There is the humbly born heroine, suddenly transported to the house of a rich 
young admirer, as in Ring Round the Moon; and the same girl belongs, as in Point of 
Departure, to a group of café musicians, whose squalid materialism can only too easily 
contaminate and destroy her love. A slight piece, where the balance for once inclines 
to sentiment rather than to ironic wit; it is full of the deft touches which distinguish 
Anouilh as one of the subtlest of theatrical craftsmen. (842-9) 


SELECTED WRITINGS OF GERARD DE NERVAL. Translated 
from the French with a Critical Introduction and Notes by Geoffrey Wagner. 
Peter Owen, 25s. 1958. 21 cm. 264 pages. 

His contemporaries saw Gérard de Nerval affectionately as a minor poet, exquisite 

writer of fantasies, and madman who finally hanged himself. Today, owing to the 

dream quality of his work, interest in him mounts steadily: he is seen as the precursor 
of the Surrealists, and by Mr. Wagner (an American novelist) as influencing also 

Yeats, Proust, and T. S. Eliot. Mr. Wagner has translated here the best known of 

de Nerval’s stories: Sylvie, Aurélia (both largely autobiographical), Emilie (a Franco- 

German nationality problem), and a few of the poems (giving the French originals). 

The somewhat discursive Introduction contains an account of de Nerval’s life, and an 

interesting survey of a bypath in French Romantic literature. (843-9) 


Greek Literature 
TRUE HISTORY and LUCIUS or THE ASS. Lucian. Translated from 
the Greek by Paul Turner. Calder, 21s. 1958. 22-5 cm. 120 pages. Illustrations by 
Hellmuth Weissenborn. 
These two long short-stories became classics in the lighter reading of antiquity and 
were for many centuries extremely popular in Europe. The True History is an 
uninhibited fantasy describing a voyage west of the Pillars of Hercules and has served 
as a model for later combinations of fantasy and satire such as Gulliver of Munchausen. 
The Ass tells the story which provides the plot of Apuleius’ The Golden Ass, but more 
racily and without the mystical trimmings, and it was the pioneer of the device of 
exposing human failings by observing them from an animal viewpoint. Mr. Turner’s 
is a Vigorous contemporary translation. (887)

A great deal of information has been collected together in this book. The printing is 

excellent and the relief shading most realistic. The presentation is generally clear, and

the type and lettering used relate to the size and importance of towns, etc., varying 
with each map—unfortunately keys are not supplied to these variations. Not all 
towns included on the maps are indexed. The production maps are a ¢rifle small for 
reading with the naked eye and the illustrations, though excellent, scarcely give a 
balanced coverage: possibly a better atlas would have resulted had some of the maps 
been made larger and the illustrations omitted. (912) 


THE JOURNAL OF A TOUR TO THE HEBRIDES WITH 
SAMUEL JOHNSON. James Boswell. Newly edited with an Introduction 
by L. F. Powell. Dent, 8s.6d. 1958. 18-5 cm. 350 pages. Map. Bibliography. Index. 
(Everyman's Library) 

Dr. Johnson, in company with Boswell, toured Scotland for a hundred days in 1773 

and this is the record which Boswell, with his inspired indefatigability, kept of the 

journey. It is an extraordinarily vivid account of people, places, conversations and 
events, but its main interest lies in its recording of the impact on Johnson of what 
was to him an entirely new world. The Life is the greater literary achievement, but 
the Journal runs it close and is, in effect, complementary to the larger work. They 
should in fact be read together. This edition, with its concise Introduction and very 
useful index, is excellent value from every point of view. (914°1) 


LEICESTERSHIRE. An Illustrated Essay on the History of the Landscape. 
W. G. Hoskins. Hodder & Stoughton, 25s. 1957. 22°5 cm. 154 pages. Illustrations. 
Maps. Plans. References. Index. (The Making of the English Landscape) 

The fifth of an important new series describing the manner in which the various 

landscapes of England have come to assume their present shape and aspect. The author, 

who is the general editor of the series, is Reader in Economic History in the University 
of Oxford, and is specially qualified to write on Leicestershire by twenty years’ 

residence there. This scholarly work, lavishly illustrated, will appeal to all who take a 

general interest in topographical history. (914-2) 


SURVEY OF LONDON. Vol. XXVII. Spitalfields and Mile End New 
Town. University of London: Athlone Press for the London County Council, sos. 
1957. 29°5 cm. 366 pages. Numerous illustrations (1 in colour). Diagrams. Map. 
References. Index. 

The Survey of London, of which this is the twenty-seventh volume to appear, records 

authoritatively and in great detail the older public and domestic architecture of the 

County of London. Owing to the gaps caused by bombing during the war and to 

subsequent demolition and replacement of property which had outlived its useful 

life, it was recently decided that the Survey should concentrate its attention upon 
those areas containing a large proportion of the finest surviving buildings. The present 
volume is the first published as a result of this decision. The parishes of Christ’s Church, 

Spitalfields, and All Saints, Mile End, are extremely rich in Georgian domestic 

buildings, whilst Christ’s Church itself is one of Hawksmoor’s greatest works. It 

remains only to say that the standard of production and arrangement of the book is 

worthy of the importance of its subject. (914-21) 


AN AFFAIR OF THE HEART. Dilys Powell. Hodder & Stoughton, 213. 
1958. 21-5 cm. 280 pages. Maps. 

Miss Powell's latest book offers more autobiography than travel. One of those who 

had lived themselves into Greece—she was married to the brilliant young archaeo- 
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logist Humfry Payne who worked there in the 1930’s—she found, as many modern 
philhellenes have done, that to understand the Greece of today demanded an inward 
change in herself. Her book describes three visits in this process, one in 1945, one 
immediately after the civil war and a third in 1954 to an archaeological expedition 
in Chios. Her book is remarkable less for its travel experiences than for its profound 
sympathy with the moods of the Greek people, especially the peasants. (914°95) 


TIBET. Photographs and text by Pietro Francesco Mele. Introduction by Giotto 
Dainelli. Allen & Unwin, 30s. 1957. 28 cm. 18 pages of text. 80 plates. Map. 
Pietro Mele had the advantage of accompanying Professor Tucci, the famous Tibetan 
scholar, for over fifteen hundred miles across the highlands of $.E. Tibet before the 
Chinese invasion. A brief preface and full captions introduce eighty superb photo- 
graphs, all models of technical skill. Each one has a story to tell, and better than any 
written word they reveal to the reader what Tibet has been for centuries and may 
never be again. This is perhaps the last memorial to a civilisation supreme in its calm 
completeness, and will appeal to a large public. Definitely a book to possess. (915-15) 


CORSAIR COUNTRY. The Diary of a Journey along the Barbary 
Coast. Xan Fielding. Secker & Warburg, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 232 pages. Illustrations. 
Map. Bibliography. Index. 

An account (‘diary’ is a misnomer) of a recent tour by Land Rover along the coast 

of North Africa, from Tangier to Tripoli, with special reference to the pirates’ lairs. 

Apart from the natural scenery, the author disliked most of what he saw, and his 

opinion of the various populations is somewhat jaundiced, but his candour is 

refreshing, he has vivid powers of description, and this is a travel book of outstanding 
quality. It would be extremely useful to anybody contemplating a similar tour. 

Mrs. Fielding’s photographs are extraordinarily good. (916-1) 


JOURNEY NORTH. Mena Orford. McClelland & Stewart (Toronto, Canada), 
$3.50. 1957. 21 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations. 
Mrs. Orford is the wife of a doctor who was appointed Medical Officer on Baffin 
Island. They spent four years there, in a settlement containing only four other white 
people. Ignorance of the native language added to the difficulties of settling in, though 
it also had its funny side. Their two young daughters, however, were not long in 
making friends with the Eskimo children (their third child was born on the island). 
Mrs. Orford describes her husband’s trips round the outlying camps and his efforts 
to make the Eskimos see that by conserving food they could alleviate their grim 
struggle for existence. Her book is a warm and human account of life among the 
Eskimos, enlivened by humorous anecdotes, and always sympathetic. It was awarded 
the Alberta 1.0.D.E. prize. (917-122) 


MR. EXPLORER DOUGLAS. Edited by John Pascoe. A. H. & A. W. 
Reed (Wellington, New Zealand), 37s.6d. 1957. 25 cm. 332 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 
Bibliography. Index. 

C. E. (‘Charlie’) Douglas, a Scottish immigrant to the goldfields, became one of New 

Zealand’s most notable explorers, partly as an officer of the Survey Department and 

partly through sheer love of the back country. For over thirty years he explored and 

prospected the rivers and mountains of the South Island West Coast. In these diaries 
and letters, edited for publication by a well-known New Zealand mountaineer and 
writer, we are given a most human and authentic impression of the area by a person 
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of rare humour, insight and power of observation. The first 100 pages comprise a 
scholarly and full biography by Mr. Pascoe. (919°31) 


Biography 
THE HISTORY OF FANNY BURNEY. Joyce Hemlow. Oxford 
University Press, 358. 1958. 22-5 cm. $44 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

This book, the result of years of research, is the first complete biography of its subject. 
It is not easy to determine whether Fanny Burney’s fame has been enhanced or over- 
shadowed by her association with the brilliant circle which centred on Dr. Samuel 
Johnson, but she unquestionably was a novelist and diarist of no small importance. 
Her Evelina is among the secondary masterpieces of English fiction, while her Diaries 
and Letters are cherished for the unique insight they give into a great period. Her 
personal charm is admirably preserved in Miss Hemlow’s scholarly book, which 
takes full account also of her domestic joys and sorrows, her literary achievements— 
and (for the first time) of her life from 1793 when she married the French general, 
Alexandre d’Arblay. (92) 


EDITH CAVELL. A. A. Hoehling. Cassell, 15s. 1958. 22 cm. 172 pages. 
Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
The tragic story of the trial and execution in October 1915 of Nurse Cavell is widely 
known. She had pleaded guilty to the charge of aiding two hundred Allied soldiers 
to escape from German-occupied Belgium, and her death by shooting shocked the 
civilised world. To this well-written account of the facts, the author has added opinion 
and conjecture drawn from her surviving companions in an endeavour to penetrate 
into Nurse Cavell’s innermost thoughts during and after the trial. These will never be 
known, but the martyrdom of this brave woman, which added lustre to the honour 
of her vocation, will stand as a great act of dedicated heroism. (92) 


MARCUS CLARKE. Brian Elliott. Oxford University Press, 35s. 1958. 22 cm. 
298 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Marcus Clarke has been principally known in Britain as the author of the Australizn 
19th century classic of convict life, For The Term Of His Natural Life. Brought up in 
affluence but disappointed of a large inheritance at his father’s death, he emigrated 
from London at sixteen, built up a brilliant journalistic reputation and died in great 
poverty at thirty-five. He was an uneven writer, but one of the first to perceive the 
gigantic and melancholy beauty of the Australian landscape. Mr. Elliott has written 
a scholarly and extremely readable biography which gives a particularly interesting 
picture of the writer’s struggle in 19th century Australia. (92) 


CLEOPATRA. A Study in Politics and Propaganda. Hans Volkmann. Trans- 
lated from the German by T. J. Cadoux. Elek Books, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 244 pages. 
Illustrations. Maps. 

The fascination of Cleopatra has resulted in the publication of a considerable number 

of romantic and popular biographies in modern times, many of them of little 

historical value. Now at last Professor Volkmann has provided a monograph which 
attempts to disentangle the true personality and policy of Cleopatra from the mis- 
interpretations of Roman propaganda: it is both historically soundly based and at 
the same time very readable. This sympathetic study is thus very welcome and should 
be read with pleasure by ancient historians and general reader alike. The work first 
appeared in German in 1953; this English version, ably translated, has been revised 
in substance by the author. (92) 
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THE NOTEBOOKS OF SAMUEL TAYLOR COLERIDGE, 
Edited by Kathleen Coburn. Vol. 1: 1794-1804 in 2 parts. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 
758. 19$7. 23°5 cm. $98 : 662 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

Samuel Taylor Coleridge, one of the most remarkable minds England has ever 

produced, left at his death a series of notebooks of great complexity, variety and 

disorder. His observation was precise and acute; his thought profound; his reading 
omnivorous; but what he set down was without chronology, method or even 
tidiness. Miss Coburn, after years of dedication, has produced the first volume of what 
will be a great monument of scholarship. This first volume reproduces Coleridge's 
notes (1794-1804) in extenso, enriched with full critical apparatus. Miss Coburn’s 
commentary provides not only a key to the poet’s inmost mind but contains specula- 
tion, rich in implication, which affords clues to much that was among the finest 
products of European literature of the roth century. Miss Coburn has imposed order 
on Coleridge, without in any way diminishing his variety. (92) 


THREE STEPS FORWARD. Vera Dean. Faber, 15s. 1958. 20°5 cm. 
192 pages. 
A straightforward autobiography by a severely-handicapped spastic, now aged thirty. 
During Miss Dean’s early childhood there was little understanding of cerebral palsy 
and few facilities for treatment, but in 1944 she was admitted to the L.C.C. unit at 
Carshalton under Mrs. Eirene Collis, who has done such important pioneer work. 
The book gives an accurate picture of what the handicapped child suffers: the in- 
feriority feeling, the fears, the frustrations, the difficulties of emotional control. The 
author is without self-pity and her determination to master her situation is beyond 
praise. The book will be of inestimable value to all who have to deal with cerebral 
palsied children, but no imaginative person could fail to learn something of importance 
from this simple but moving account of the constant struggle such a person has to 
make. (92) 


DIOR BY DIOR. The Autobiography of Christian Dior. Translated 
from the French by Antonia Fraser. Reprint. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1958. 18 cm. 
200 pages. Illustrations. Paper covers. 

Christian Dior, world-famous as a designer of women’s fashions, was outstanding 

in the closed world of Parisian Haute Couture. This autobiography, first published 

shortly before his death in 1957, reveals that he was also an unassuming man who 
had reached a high degree of detachment and understanding. His clear, vivid account 
of his own rise to success and the spectacular growth of the House of Dior is marked 
by a simplicity of approach and a gentle humour which make it irresistible. The 
book is admirably translated. (92) 


CHILD IN CHILE. Bea Howe. Deutsch, 15s. 1957. 21°5 cm. 192 pages. 
Bibliography. 
In a mood of nostalgic reverie Miss Howe charms back scenes and characters from 
the lovely dream country of her lost childhood. Born in Valparaiso at the turn of the 
century and brought up in the leisured comfort of a successful business family, she 
responded with gusto to the beauty and splendour of the Chilean landscape but was 
never overwhelmed by the pattern of gracious living. Realism alternated with 
romantic charm and the observant child’s experience of survival in the earthquake of 
1906 later carried her through the London blitz. An autobiography of childhood 
recounted with crystalline clarity and rare delicacy of feeling. (92) 
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NURSE IS A NEIGHBOUR. Joanna Jones. Michael Joseph, 12s.6d. 
1958. 20°5 cm. 184 pages. 
Among the members of the medical profession who have entertained us with their 
autobiographies in recent years the District Nurse has been a hitherto neglected 
figure. The author remedies this omission with a most revealing account of the 
trials, mishaps and rewards of one District Nurse’s life in a rural area, as she, copes 
with every emergency from gipsy confinements in stuffy caravans to the dogged 
pursuit of a perpetually runaway diabetic patient. Nurse Jones combines a flair for 
graphic portraiture of village personalities with a good-humoured and thoroughly 
engaging ability to extract amusement from the most daunting predicaments. (92) 


GEORGIAN AFTERNOON. L. E. Jones. Hart-Davis, 21s. 1958. 22°5 cm. 
278 pages. 
The third volume of Sir Lawrence Jones’s autobiography describes his middle years, 
but tells the story in terms of his various interests without observing any strict 
chronological sequence. He recalls a prisoner-of-war camp in Germany, a financial 
mission to Rumania, his work in an issuing house in the City, his experience of 
politics and the pleasures he has derived from deer-shooting, country life in general 
and the theatre. It is an entertaining and thoroughly civilised account of a full and 
contented life. The author has moved in a world of rare privilege, but he writes of 
it with an urbanity, modesty and wit that greatly endear him to the reader. (92) 


EDWARD KING AND OUR TIMES. Lord Elton. Bles, 12s.6d. 1958. 
22 cm. 144 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. 
Edward King, who died in 1910, was Bishop of Lincoln for twenty-five years and he 
left an indelible mark as a saint not only upon the diocese but upon the Church of 
England. Lord Elton offers here not so much a biography as—to use his words—an 
exploration of sainthood. Faith, hope, love, fortitude, temperance, prudence, justice— 
all these virtues required of its saints by the Church of Rome were found at the heroic 
and supernatural level in Bishop King and are illustrated in this moving picture of 
sanctity in action, drawn against the dark background of contemporary life. (92) 


ARCH INTRIGUER. A Biography of Dorothea de Lieven. P. Zamoyska. 
Heinemann, 25s. 1957. 21-5 cm. 262 pages. Illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Dorothea de Lieven became involved in politics from the age of fifteen, when she 
married the young Minister of War to Paul I of Russia in 1800. When her husband 
became Ambassador in London, her charm, intelligence and passion for political 
intrigue found a wider scope. The Prince Regent, Wellington, Canning, Castlereagh, 
Palmerston and Earl Grey found her a force to reckon with; so did Talleyrand and 
Metternich (who became her lover). How much she really influenced the course of 
European history from behind the scenes is still a matter for debate. In this able sketch 
of a remarkable woman, Countess Priscilla Zamoyska makes use of letters and diaries 
not hitherto published. (92) 


MARIA MONTESSORI: HER LIFE AND WORK. E. M. Standing. 
Hollis & Carter, 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 368 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

Mr. Standing has unique qualifications for writing this appreciation of one of the 

outstanding educators of our age. He was Dr. Montessori’s associate for more than 

thirty years, training teachers in her methods and acting as her official representative. 

He writes, with full authority and sincere admiration, of her life, her educational 

principles—which, he explains, have not always been rightly interpreted—and the

difference between her work and Froebel’s. This is a book of world-wide importance, 
prefaced by a touching letter from Montessori herself. (92) 


BID TIME RETURN. An _ Autobiography. Humphrey Pakington. 
Chatto & Windus, 21s. 1958. 20 cm. 218 pages. 

This is a refreshingly diverting autobiography of an experienced author. His ancestry, 
a English with contributions from Wales, France, Sweden and Holland, 
orms an interesting prelude to boyhood in London and the West Country, and 
service in the Navy. He writes lightly of sea warfare in World War I, after which he 
turned to architecture, blended with broadcasting, writing and European travel. 
Further war service as a staff officer concerned with naval escorts for merchant 
convoys is urbanely recorded, and the book, written throughout with polish and 
kindly humour, concludes with some observations on his present life in France.

LORD CHATHAM AND AMERICA. O. A. Sherrard. Bodley Head, 
30s. 1958. 22 cm. 396 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
Mr. Sherrard’s third and final volume on Chatham deals with the period from 
October 1761, when Chatham resigned the office of Secretary of State, until his 
death in 1778. It is not the brilliant phase of Chatham’s career. He no longer had the 
mind of the country with him, and in these years there was a decline in national 
power which reached a climax with the loss of the American colonies. Modern 
historians have been inclined to find the reasons in Chatham’s failure to co-operate 
with other politicians. Mr. Sherrard has given careful consideration to these criticisms, 
and has decided against this diagnosis. He puts his case with strong arguments, and 
ample references. A scholarly work deserving a place in every good reference 


library. (92) 


SIR JAMES FITZJAMES STEPHEN, 1829-1894, and His Contribution 
to the Development of Criminal Law. Leon Radzinowicz. Quaritch, 6s.6d. 1957. 
25*5 cm. 70 pages. Frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper covers. (Selden Society Annual 
Lectures, 1957) 

This lecture, by the Director of the Department of Criminal Science in the University 

of Cambridge, gives an account of the life and achievements of a distinguished lawyer, 

whose impact on English and Indian criminal law during the second half of the 19th 
century was considerable. His later years were spent as a judge of the Queen’s Bench 

Division. His publications were considerable and important, and included the classic 

History of the Criminal Law of England (1883). The author has added explanatory notes 

to his lecture, also an extensive bibliography of publications and selected manu- 

scripts. (92) 


RAHEL VARNHAGEN: THE LIFE OF A JEWESS. Hannah 
Arendt. Translated from the German by Richard and Clara Winston. East and 
West Library for the Leo Baeck Institute of Jews from Germany, 21s. 1958. 24 cm. 
238 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. 

The author does not presume to try to know more about Rahel than Rahel knew 

about herself or was willing to reveal. Her book, completed more than twenty years 

ago, provides a continuous analysis of Rahel’s emotions in a kind of interior mono- 
logue consisting largely of quotations from her letters and diaries, some of them 
unpublished. This is linked with the story of the conversion and assimilation of Jews 

in Germany during the late 18th and early 19th centuries, and Rahel appears as a 
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woman caught up in emotional problems conditioned by this attempt at assimilation 
rather than as the brilliant wife of Varnhagen and mistress of a salon which was one 
of the centres of German intellectual life. (92) 


OUR LIVING TRADITION. Seven Canadians. Edited by Claude T. 
Bissell. University of Toronto Press (Toronto, Canada) in association with Carleton 
University, $3.50, 1957. 21°§ cm. I§0 pages. 

Originally delivered as a series of public lectures at Carleton University, Ottawa, 

these essays have been collected and edited by the present President of the University 

of Toronto. Each of the seven essays is an examination of a Canadian eminent in 
politics or literature, a shaper of the national tradition, and the essayists are Canadian 
scholars and authors, in most cases the acknowledged authority on the subject they 
present. Edward Blake, Goldwin Smith, Sir John A. MacDonald, Archibald Lamp- 
man, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, F. P. Grove and Stephen Leacock are the subjects, and 
among the contributors are Mason Wade, Robertson Davies and D. G. Creighton. 
The liveliness and clarity of successful public addresses has been maintained in these 
highly individual presentations. (920) 


THE SEARCH FOR GOOD SENSE. Four Eighteenth-Century 
Characters—Johnson, Chesterfield, Boswell, Goldsmith. F. L. Lucas. Cassell, 25s. 
1958. 22 cm. 368 pages. Frontispiece. Index. 

Mr. Lucas makes the point that in this age many lack the time to read biographical 

works on the grand scale, and that there is consequently a need for the shorter bio- 

graphy of 60 to 120 pages which omits nothing vital but makes modest demands on 
time and memory. In less capable hands such abbreviation might become little more 
than an exercise in précis-writing, but with these four studies—Johnson, Chesterfield, 

Boswell, Goldsmith—Mr. Lucas proves his point. Individually, they are sufficient 

portraits, stimulating and clear-cut; together they convey a vivid impression of the 

eighteenth century mind. Mr. Lucas writes admirably and his book makes excellent 

reading. (920) 


THE HARINGTON FAMILY. Ian Grimble. Cape, 28s. 1957. 22-5 cm. 
256 pages. Illustrations. References. Index. 
The author made a shrewd choice when he picked the family of Harington as the 
subject of his researches. It was a typical family of country gentry, and its ramifications 
from the 15th century onwards have to be followed all over the country. While not 
specially prominent in high politics, it had its representatives at Agincourt and 
Bosworth Field, and in the 16th and 17th centuries some of its members (including 
Elizabeth I’s godson, Sir John Harington the poct) reached to greater things. Mr. 
Grimble writes of them entertainingly, and has done some useful research among the 
family papers. (929-2) 


Ancient Civilisations 

THE HISTORY OF ISRAEL. Martin Noth. Translated from the second 
German edition by Stanley Godman. Black, 42s. 1958. 24 cm. 488 pages. 
Bibliography. Indexes. 

To supply the long-felt need for an up-to-date history of Israel in English comes 

this translation of a revised edition of a work produced in 1950 by Professor Noth 

of Bonn University. The author’s own contributions to the study of this subject are 

widely recognised to be original, scholarly and authoritative, and the sections on 

such topics as the organisation of the tribes and the formation of the traditions make 








his researches more easily accessible. The whole is a masterly synthesis of Hebrew 
history from the settlement in Palestine to the Bar-Kochba revolt. All serious students 
of the Old Testament will regard it as indispensable. (933) 


A HISTORY OF ROME: From its origins to A.D. 529, as told by the 
Roman historians. Prepared by Moses Hadas. Bell, 18s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 240 pages. 
Illustrations. Maps. Sources. Index. 

This book (first published in America in 1956) presents a sketch of Rome’s history 

seen as far as possible through the eyes of contemporary writers. It comprises 

selections from ancient historians, translated by the author, which he has linked 
together by interpretative passages. His idea is interesting: to show how the Romans 
regarded their history, rather than to present a critical modern interpretation. The 

book is pleasant and instructive, but the compiler’s commentary is marred by a 

number of factual errors. (937) 


ROMAN HISTORY FROM COINS. Some uses of the Imperial 
Coinage to the Historian. Michacl Gramt. Cambridge University Press, 12s.6d. 1958. 
19 cm. 96 pages. Illustrations. Map. Bibliography. Index. 

Professor Grant, a foremost authority on Roman numismatics, here presents for the 

general reader a fascinating sketch of some aspects of the varied role that coinage 

played in the life of the Roman Empire, and especially the ways in which it was 
used by the imperial government to inform, direct or deceive public opinion. Few 
readers will fail to catch something of the author’s enthusiasm for his subject and to 
gain insight into a field that has hitherto been very much confined to specialists. 

The fine plates show some 270 coins, including portraits of most of the emperors and 

empresses. (93707)

VANISHED SUPREMACIES. Essays on European History 1812-1918. 
Sir Lewis Namicr. Hamish Hamilton, 18s. 1958. 22 cm. 190 pages. (The Collected 
Essays of Sir Lewis Namier, Vol. 1) 

As an historian Sir Lewis Namier has won a reputation in two fields: in the history 

of parliament, especially in the 18th century, and in the political and diplomatic 

history of the 19th century. In the first of these fields he has incorporated the results 
of his resarch in important books; in the latter field he has not, unfortunately, written 
the history of Europe he once planned, although he has given some indication of what 
such a book might have been in a variety of essays and short monographs. This 
volume contains some of the most significant of these papers, including his Creighton 
lecture on basic factors in 19th century European history. A convenient volume for 
students, with much in it to interest the general reader. (940-2) 


World War II 


THE WAR BENEATH THE SEA. Willy Brou. Translated from the 
French by Edward Fitzgerald. Muller, 18s. 1958. 20°5 cm. 240 pages. Illustrations. 
Map. 

The human torpedo was invented by the Italian Navy in 1935 but was not put into 

action until World War II when frogmen were also added to their undersea forces. 

The Allies soon copied and enlarged this new arm, for which voluntecrs of exceptional 

courage and tenacity were never short. The book is a balanced selection of outstanding 

actions and includes: the Italians in the Mediterrancan; British attacks against the 

Tirpitz in Norwegian waters; American and Japanese teams in the Pacific; and Allied 
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frogmen in the Normandy invasion and along the Rhine. It is a thrilling account of 
a specialised and lonely type of warfare. (940°5451) 


THE ARMY MEDICAL SERVICES. Campaigns. Vol. II. Hong Kong, 
Malaya, Iceland and the Faroes, Libya, 1942-1943, North-West Africa. 
F. A. E. Crew. H.M. Stationery Office, 84s. 1957. 24°5 cm. 576 pages. Illustrations. 
Maps. Index. (History of the Second World War: United Kingdom Medical Series) 

Besides the great interest of these volumes on campaigns to medical men who served 

overseas, their value lies in the complete record, unobtainable elsewhere, which they 

offer to those responsible for the care of the sick and wounded and the maintenance 
of health under active service conditions. As in Vol. I, a few sentences describing 
each military action are followed by a fuller account of medical care and of the 
specialist services also provided. There is a review of the health of the troops in each 
field; specially detailed in describing conditions in the Middle East, in which section 
the activities of the army psychiatric service are discussed at length. Since no official 
records were available for parts of the Far East campaigns, prisoners of war have 
provided the material for moving chapters on the appalling conditions under which 
the Army Medical Services heroically continued to function. (940-547) 


TEN THOUSAND EYES. Richard Collier. Collins, 18s. 1958. 21-5 cm. 
320 pages. Illustrations. Maps. 
After the German occupation of France in World War II, Hitler began the construc- 
tion of a massive wall along the French Atlantic coast against invasion. From London 
a rapidly expanding organisation of French agents living in Normandy was established 
to report its progress, and this book tells the stories of many of them. Working in 
constant peril, these men and women provided vital information about gun positions, 
aircraft defences, acrodromes, troop locations, and even stole blueprints of the Wall, 
It was the longest and most important task of the Underground and was achieved 
only through the heroism and ingenuity of thousands of French patriots to whom 
this thrilling and forceful book is a tribute. (940-548) 


Britain 
A HISTORY OF THE - ENGLISH-SPEAKING- PEOPLES. 
Vol. IV.. THE GREAT DEMOCRACIES. Winston S$. Churchill. 
Cassell, 30s. 1958. 24°5 cm. 334 pages. Maps. Index. 
With this fourth volume Sir Winston’s long trek across the historical landscape of 
the English-speaking peoples is brought to a close. It has been a great achievement, 
and the popular response to this eloquent and inspiring survey has been a tribute to 
yet another facet of the great statesman’s genius. The final stage in his journey is a 
long one, crowded with exciting events and powerful personalities on both sides of 
the Atlantic. It opens with the aftermath of the Napoleonic wars, and ends with the 
death of Queen Victoria. The theme is one on which Sir Winston can be eloquent, 
for it is the heroic story of the emergence of the two great democracies, the British 
Commonwealth of Nations and the United States of America. He leaves them 
preparing for their united efforts in the defence of freedom in the 2oth century.

THEY SAW IT HAPPEN. An Anthology of Eye-witnesses’ Accounts of 

Events in British History 1689-1897. T. Charles Edwards and B. Richardson. 
Blackwell (Oxford), 21s. 1958. 22 cm. 332 pages. Sources. Index. 

The third and last volume in a series the object of which is to supply a popular 
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introduction to British history in a novel way, through descriptions of events in the 
words of actual eye-witnesses. The choice of extracts and the topics illustrated range 
over a wide field. Naturally there is much on military and naval history, but the 
social history of the period is admirably covered, and the reader may discover 19th 
century London through the eyes of the foreign traveller, peep over the shoulder of 
diarists like Wesley or Greville, and even read an account of the Cup Final of 1882 
culled from a provincial newspaper. (942) 


THE HURLING TIME. Maurice Collis. Faber, 32s.6d. 1958. 22 cm. 
324 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Index. 
Mr. Collis won his literary reputation with books on Burma and Mexico. This 
venture into medieval England is a novelty. He seeks to probe the interesting problem 
of ‘the hurling time’, the contemporary description of the Peasants’ Revolt. His book 
is an admirable narrative of events in England and France during the 14th century. 
His explanation of that stormy period as a rising of the commons in protest against 
the inefficiency of their rulers, who had lost the English dominion in France, may not 
wholly satisfy the experts, but none will deny that the author maintains his literary 
reputation with a colourful and extremely readable book. (942-03) 


VICTORIA, ALBERT, AND MRS. STEVENSON. Edited by 
Edward Boykin. Muller, 25s. 1958. 22 cm. 320 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
Sallie Coles Stevenson, wife of the American Ambassador to Britain, came to 
England in 1836. For the next five years she wrote an endless stream of letters home. 
Shrewd, gossipy and occasionally pious, they afford an intimate glimpse of the life 
of the English upper classes at a time when the Regency way of life was changing 
into the Victorian. She saw the accession of the young Queen and her marriage to 
Prince Albert; on both of which events she reported fully to her correspondents in 
America. (942-08) 


Portugal 
PORTUGAL. J. B. Trend. Benn, 27s. 1957. 22 cm. 230 pages. Map. Index. 
(Nations of the Modern World) 

This is a scholarly attempt by a former Cambridge Professor of Spanish to identify 
and explain the reasons for the highly individual character of the Portuguese people. 
He surveys the occupation by the Romans, Visigoths and Moors; medieval 
husbandry and agricultural economics; the opening up of the trade routes; the 
Restoration; the reconstruction after the Napoleonic invasion; and the 19th and 20th 
centuries. He assesses the influence on the historical development of the Portuguese 
nation of the social, political and economic forces, variously contributed by 
anonymous men and women, and concludes that Portugal exists because the 
inhabitants want it. In a valuable analysis of the Portuguese language he shows how 
this also is witness of national independence. A work with considerable originality of 
thought, well-pondered and stimulating. (946-9) 


Norway 

SOUTH NORWAY. Frank Noel Stagg. Allen & Unwin, 25s. 1958. 
22 cm. 232 pages. Illustrations. Index. 

Commander Stagg belonged to that select band of Englishmen who know Norway 

intimately and luis recent death was a considerable loss to both countries. This book 

deals with Sérlandet, that part of the country which stretches from Ténsberg 
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to Kristiansand, and is a social and historical survey of the area from earliest times to 
the present day. It is written in an intensely personal style and is as entertaining as it 
is informative. Those who are visiting Sérlandet for the first time will find it in- 
valuable; those who already know the area well will also learn much from it. 
South Norway, with Commander Stagg’s four earlier works, completes his survey of 
the entire country and it is sad to think that he did not live to see it in print.

THE VICEROYALTY OF LORD IRWIN 1926-1931. S. Gopal. 

Oxford University Press, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 162 pages. Index. 

The author follows up his notable study, The Viceroyalty of Lord Ripon, 1880-1884, 
with a new work dealing with much more recent times and with a living subject, 
the present Earl of Halifax, but Mr. Gopal claims that the events covered ‘are now 
as much a part of history as, say, the Norman Conquest’. His account is indeed 
detached and scholarly and a valuable addition to the administrative and political 
history of India; it is unfortunate that, though he was given access to official files 
and records, he was not permitted to give detailed references, which would have 
assisted future scholars. His summary is ‘we can see that Irwin’s policy was over- 
whelmingly right and that he did more than most other men of his time to keep 
alive the faith of the two peoples in each other’. (954-08) 


New Zealand 


A HISTORY OF CANTERBURY. General editors: James Hight 
and C. R. Straubel. Vol. I, to 1854, Canterbury Centennial Association (Christchurch, 
New Zealand), 22s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 288 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Bibliography. 
Index. 

The present volume, which is the first of three comprising the official centennial 

history, has been written in two sections by C. R. Straubel, editor for Whitcombe 

& Tombs, and L. C. Webb, Professor of Political Science, Australian National 

University. Early chapters deal with the geographical background, Maori history, 

whaling and the French settlement at Akaroa, while Professor Webb’s contribution 

covers the work of the Canterbury Association in establishing the last New Zealand 
settlement planned on a large scale and in accordance with Wakefield’s colonisation 
theories, of which it was the fairest test. The result is a scholarly and readable 

narrative as well as the definitive history of the area. (993-1) 


THE ORIGINS OF THE MAORI WARS. Keith Sinclair. New Zealand 
University Press (Wellington, New Zealand), 26s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 298 pages. 
Illustrations. Maps. Bibliography. Index. 

The development of organised British settlement in New Zealand from 1840 was 

followed, in some areas, by mounting tension between the Maori inhabitants and the 

new settlers. In this study, Dr. Sinclair, Senior Lecturer in History in the University 
of Auckland, studies the origins of the wars with particular reference to Taranaki 
where the first outbreak occurred in 1860. The evidence from a careful analysis of 
much archival and other material is clearly and impartially presented for the first 
time. The book is one not simply of local interest but of concern to anyone interested 
comparatively in the impact of European civilisation upon a primitive culture and 
in this case a determined and able people. (993°1) 
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Polynesia 
SOCIAL CHANGE IN THE SOUTH PACIFIC. Rarotonga and 
Aitutaki. Ernest Beaglehole. Allen & Unwin, 28s. 1957. 22 cm. 278 pages. Index. 

This is a most valuable factual and theoretical contribution to the study of Social 
Change by the Professor of Psychology at Victoria College, Wellington. Though a 
scientific work, only the last section, in which the author’s general theoretical views 
are developed, is likely to present really difficult reading for the non-specialist, 
Otherwise anyone with a genuine concern for any aspect of the development of the 
native peoples of the Pacific will find the careful account of events in the Cook 
Islands of absorbing interest, while the analysis of their effects upon the lives and 
culture of the Islanders, presented with a minimum of technical language, emphasises 
as well as it illuminates what popular writers too often over-simplify—namely the 
great complexity of the factors and processes involved in social change and race 
relations.

General 
A PERSON OF DISCRETION. Alice Acland. Collins, 13s.6d. 1958. 
20 cm. 256 pages. 

The earlier half of this story of tension and underlying suspicion is set in Belgium 
during the Occupation, and is concerned with the part played in it by the three 
daughters of a Belgian painter and his English wife. In the later sequences one of 
them, Louise, visiting her conventional, mother-dominated fiancé in Scotland after 
the war, is unexpectedly confronted by the rich dilettante who she is secretly 
convined betrayed her elder sister and her brother-in-law to death by the Gestapo. 
Her dilemma is acutely explored, and the story builds steadily to a climax of revelation 
the more effective for the restrained, unsensational manner of its telling. 


FROM MANY COUNTRIES. The Collected Short Stories of Sholem 
Asch. Translated from the Yiddish by Maurice Samuel and Meyer Levin. 
Macdonald, 16s. 1958. 20 cm. 380 pages. 

In this volume are brought together the best of Sholem Asch’s short stories which 
the Yiddish novelist and playwright himself selected shortly before his death in 
July 1957. The collection in effect provides an introduction to an understanding of 
the Jewish people and their ineluctable destiny. Against a background pattern of 
inviolable social conduct, the life of the masses is richly depicted in a series of episodes, 
studied portraits and thumb-nail sketches where gaiety, pathos, dogma and discipline 
contend with piety, prejudice, sacrifice and tragedy. Tales from the shadow of death 
epitomise the Jewish capacity to suffer with dignity. A profoundly moving and 
revealing book. 


CISKE THE RAT. Pict Bakker. Translated from the Dutch by Celina 
Wieniewska and Peter Janson-Smith. Michael Joseph, 15s. 1958. 20 cm. 240 
pages. 

This novel, written nearly twenty years ago, has since become internationally 

famous. The author tells the story in the person of an Amsterdam schoolmaster. 

The hero is a twelve-year-old Dutch boy, the product of a broken home, who is 

treated with cruelty or indifference by a slatternly mother. The plot describes the 

teacher’s attempts to win the boy’s confidence and guide him through a tormented 
adolescence: these are interrupted by an unexpected tragedy, but are finally successful.

COME OUT TO PLAY. ‘Balaam’. Michael Joseph, 13s.6d. 1958. 20°5 cm. 
206 pages. 

‘Balaam’, who has already written a successful novel about the lighter side of the 
teaching profession in England, here makes another raid on similar territory. His 
hero progresses from the initiation ceremonies of Secondary Modern teaching, 
through the ordeal of a singularly unpleasant boarding-school, emerging finall 
as a County Inspector of Education to win the girl of his heart, an arduous fr | 
preparation for matrimony, many may think. The author is thoroughly versed in 
his subject, and his descriptions of school life are sufficiently authentic and enter- 
taining, though connoisseurs of this type of novel will not find many surprises. 


THE ENEMY IN THE BLANKET. Anthony Burgess. Heinemann, 15s. 
1958. 20 cm. 228 pages. 

A sequel to Mr. Burgess’s first novel of Malaya, Time for a Tiger. Here again he 
deftly depicts in terms of astringent comedy the European society somewhat melo- 
dramatically represented by Mr. Somerset Maugham. His central characters are a 
disillusioned and philandering schoolmaster and a barrister who turns Mohammedan 
to marry a rich Malayan widow. The author writes with a sharp sense of the shifting 
balance of power and prestige in the East, and behind the brilliance of his comic 
invention there is a melancholy awareness of the unsure and incongruous role of the 
European in these surroundings. 


THE RING-GIVERS. W. H. Canaway. Michael Joseph, 15s. 1958. 20 cm. 
256 pages. Bibliography. 

Chis is basically the Beowulf story retold with some elisions, the introduction of a 
number of contemporary figures, and an extension of part of the historical back- 
ground. It reconstructs, with a notable measure of success, an era in which violent 
death, nobility, courage, battlelust and bestial cruelty play equal part. It is vividly 
done, and the portrait that emerges of Beowulf—a man born to be great but born 
before his time—is impressive. Those who are attracted by the historical novel, or 
have a special interest in this heroic period, will find The Ring-Givers stimulating. 





CLAUDINE IN PARIS. Colette. Translated from the French by Antonia 
White. Secker & Warburg, 13s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 208 pages. 

Colette’s heroine, having quitted her provincial school at seventeen, comes to live 
in Paris with her father—at first an utterly distasteful prospect. She soon finds 
consolation, first with a distantly related boy of her own age, later with his father. 
The story is told in the first person and contains a good deal of disguised auto- 
biography. In the character of Claudine, the enfant terrible growing up, Colette can 
be at once outspoken and seemingly ingenuous, and she takes every advantage of her 
heroine’s perpetual desire to shock wittily. This is an extremely entertaining book 
for the sophisticated, more journal than novel, and racily translated. 


IF ALL MEN WERE BEGGARS. Albert Cossery. Translated from the 
French by P. D. Cummins. MacGibbon & Kee, 15s. 1958. 19 cm. 206 pages. 

An arresting novel, which might be classed as a miniature Crime and Punishment 

written from the Oriental viewpoint. It is set in the underworld of modern Cairo 

and its characters’ lives are dominated by the day-to-day cravings of hunger, drugs 
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and sexual appetite. The hero is a professor who has turned his back on bourgeois 
values and chosen a life of destitution. The book is remarkable for its author’s insight 
into the Oriental capacity to reject prosperity, security, respectability and other 
Western ideals in favour of a way of life which, however wretched, represents a 
deliberate and independent choice. 


BORN IN WEDLOCK. Margaret Echard. Michael Joseph, 16s. 1958, 
20 cm. 288 pages. 

Nine-year-old Katie Linda notes in her diary everything of importance that happens 
to herself and her sister Jean. When Mama becomes acquainted with Mr. Walker, 
a gentleman from Elmwood, Alabama, they go to live in his house, but they are 
not invited to parties and Mama has no callers. One day they are kidnapped by 
their dead Papa's sister, life with whom brings certain advantages—but they prefer 
to live with Mama and Mr. Walker. Katie Linda’s diary is a charming record of 
life in the deep South of America at the turn of the century as seen by a precocious 
child, and the author skilfully sustains the illusion on a happy note of light-hearted 
comedy. 


THE TOWN. William Faulkner. Chatto & Windus, 16s. 1958. 20 cm. 
320 pages. 

This novel belongs to a trilogy (the first volume was The Hamlet) devoted to the 
rise and history of the Snopes family, which plays an important though unpre- 
possessing part in the author's fictional world of the American South. The subject- 
matter, family alliances, business intrigues, love-affairs and small-town gossip 
generally, has supplied the themes for innumerable American novels, most of which 
handle them as entertainment and nothing more. Mr. Faulkner, however, possesses 
a searching moral understanding of his characters and succeeds in investing a rambling 
plot with extraordinary significance. The squalor and unpredictable violence of the 
Faulknerian scene is less in evidence, and his vigorous sense of comedy is allowed 
freer play. His style remains no less convoluted and obstructive to the reader, but 
it is a very serviceable instrument for planting the effects of surprise and delayed 
action which are essential to the plot. 


FELIX WALKING. Hilary Ford. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 13s.6d. 1958. 
19 cm. 222 pages. 
This novel provides a new approach to the figure of the Angry Young Man. The 
story is told by a girl who grew up with him and works for the publishing firm 
which later ‘discovers’ him. If the result is intentionally a light-weight book, it 
offers an original and extremely amusing characterisation of this hero-figure of our 
time, seen, for a change, not from his own protesting point of view but from a 
woman’s without benefit of illusion. The author also profits by the occasion to 


loose off some well-directed satire at the publishing industry and its advertising 
methods. 


THE ROOTS OF HEAVEN. Romain Gary. Translated from the 
French by Jonathan Griffin. Michael Joseph, 16s. 1958. 20 cm. 414 pages. 
Winner of the Prix Goncourt in 1956, M. Gary’s novel stems from the Malraux 
tradition of the revolutionary thriller, stiffened with keen political thinking, and 
well supplied with exotic characters. The setting is equatorial Africa and at its centre 
is a group of idealists and eccentrics who attempt to arouse the world’s conscience, 
in order to protect the elephant from extermination. Their crusade, however, 
becomes dangerously entangled with a national independence movement. The 
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multiplicity of digressions and minor characters sometimes makes the novel un- 
wieldy, but these defects are overshadowed by the brilliance of its descriptions, the 
speed of its main action and the vigour of its ideas. 


TWO BY TWO. Martha Gellhorn. Longmans, 16s. 1958. 20 cm. 198 pages. 
These four stories set out to explore different aspects of marriage, and each is 
concerned with a separate vow in the marriage service. Probably the two most 
successful are For Richer for Poorer, in which a ruthlessly ambitious woman attempts 
to build her unwilling husband’s political career on the ruin of his domestic happiness; 
and In Sickness and in Health, a horrifying study of a man hopelessly tied to a cheerful 
little sick wife who sweetly and inexorably preys upon his compassion and sense of 
duty. The author does not shirk unpleasant realities, while intensely aware of the 
possibilities of happiness and devotion within marriage. 


GOWNS AND SATYR’S LEGS. Lewis Gibbs. Dent, 13s.6d. 1958. 
19 cm. 204 pages. 

Because the Head fails to honour a long-ago promise to appoint him as school 
librarian, Mr. Anstruther, an elderly humdrum master, becomes involved in 
circumstances which have their climax in a sudden death on the platform at the 
school prize-giving. In the further development of the theme Mr. Gibbs slyly deludes 
the reader, so that this apparently simple yet actually subtle story comes to an 
unanticipated conclusion. The element of mystery, however, supplies only one 
channel of interest in an original and engaging novel to which perceptive 
chiracterisation, muted romance, and some genial glimpses of the supernatural also 
co.tribute effectively. Mr. Gibbs’s practised pen has again served him and his 
readers well. 


THE SIBYL. Par Lagerkvist. Translated from the Swedish by Naomi 

Walford. Chatto & Windus, 10s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 154 pages. 
An unusual and beautifully written novel. An old woman, once the Pythian priestess 
of Apollo at Delphi, is visited by a traveller who later becomes recognisable as the 
Wandering Jew. After hearing his story, the Pythia tells her own. The author has 
reconstructed sensitively and imaginatively the initiation and the sufferings of the 
woman who became the mouthpiece of the Delphic Oracle and his account of her 
possession and rejection by the god is extremely moving. The translation does full 
justice to the author’s design. 


A LETTER TO ELIZABETH. Bettina Linn. Chatto & Windus, 15s. 
1958. 20 cm. 318 pages. 

This readable American novel explores the reactions of four characters to a delicate 
situation which presents to each a separate personal problem. An eminent university 
professor once had an illegitimate daughter by one of his students, Elizabeth. 
Sixteen years later the daughter, Foresta, meets her father for the first time and both 
are intrigued and fascinated by the new experience. For the professor’s wife, however, 
and for Elizabeth the meeting involves painful and complex adjustments to a past 
with which neither of them had hitherto come to terms. The story is told with 
expert fluency and sensitive, intuitive understanding of the emotional problems 
involved. 


HOUSE OF LIES. Frangoise Mallet-Joris. Translated from the French by 
Herma Briffault. W. H. Allen, 15s. 1958. 20 cm. 288 pages. 


This robust and remarkably imaginative novel is set in a thriving Belgian town. 
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The wealthy and tyrannical owner of the brewery once had a daughter by a local 
prostitute, and in his old age he hopes to dominate the girl by offering to make her 
his heir. Surrounded by the brewer's scheming relations, the girl gropes haltingly 
for the meaning of truth in a maze of deception and delusion until she gains her 
freedom by rejecting the bribe. This novel amply fulfils the promise of the author's 
earlier The Red Room and reaches a new level of maturity which establishes her as 
an important writer in the French tradition of the character novel. 


SOUTH BY JAVA HEAD. Alistair MacLean. Collins, 14s. 1958. 20°5 cm. 
320 pages. 

The story opens on the eve of the fall of Singapore to the Japanese. Its main thread 
is the delivery of vital military information into British hands, but it is primarily 
a gallery of absorbing character studies combined with a wealth of thrilling, and 
at times terrifying, incident. Mr. MacLean writes of human courage and weakness 
under well-nigh intolerable strain—shipwreck; attack by air and sea; treachery; 
murder; ordeal by open boat in the Java Sea; capture; escape—with all the vividness 
and skill that made his H.M.S. Ulysses a best-seller. Those who enjoyed the latter 
will not be disappointed in his latest novel. 





THE BANK AUDIT. Bruce Marshall. Constable, 18s. 1958. 19 cm. 
384 pages. 

From a casual word, fraud is suspected in a French bank during the Stavisky scandal 
and the auditors, a Paris branch of a London firm of chartered accountants, seek to 
establish it. The story, compellingly arresting, links the private lives of the local 
directors and their underpaid British and French clerks with the technical examination 
at the bank. The author writes from personal experience of Anglo-French 
accountancy, around which he weaves a net of suspicions, hopes and intrigues arising 
from garret, flat and house of assignation, as diverse as the theme is unusual. 


FIVE MEN AND A SWAN. Naomi Mitchison. Allen & Unwin, 12s.6d. 
1958. 20°§ cm. 160 pages. 

Naomi Mitchison has always been an historical novelist exceptionally sensitive not 
only to the physical details of the period she is describing, but to its spirit and its 
intangible characteristics. These are the dominant qualities in her present volume of 
stories and verses drawn from many centuries of Scottish history. There are stories 
of the Norsemen and their voyages to Iceland, of early Christianity, of the Civil 
War, and modern tales of fishing and forestry, of poaching, courtship and the 
supernatural. In all these Miss Mitchison shows her peculiar skill in portraying 
characters who are deeply rooted in their environment. 


CALL ME WHEN THE CROSS TURNS OVER. D'Arcy Niland. 
Angus & Robertson, 13s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 256 pages. 

The unusual title refers to the stars of the Southern Cross by which cattle drovers 
measure their night watches, and the scene is the vast, open spaces and small town- 
ships of Australia. The spirit of this primitive country is well epitomised by the 
central character, Barbie Cazabon, daughter of an opal miner—tender-hearted and 
generous as she is resilient and tough. Sentimentality and technicoloured phrases 
sometimes mar the realism, and the irresistible Fascinatin is too much like the 
conventional screen hero; but the atmosphere of the outback, and the rough 
camaraderie of its footloose community, spring vividly to life. 
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THE ASSIZE OF THE DYING. Edith Pargeter. Heinemann, 16s. 1958. 
20 cm. 304 pages. 

Two of these three short novels are tales of violent death and detection. In the tensely 
exciting title story four people directly concerned in the unjust conviction of a man 
for murder are summoned by him to attend “The Assize of the Dying’—frequently 
invoked in medieval Spain by the condemned but innocent with no other court 
of appeal. The second tale, a study of a serene and saintly beauty, allows one to 
guess, perhaps too soon, the identity—if not the method and motives—of her 
husband’s murderer. The third—and probably the best—vividly portrays the plight 
of seven people trapped on a mountain after an avalanche. 





THE CAMP FOLLOWERS. Ugo Pirri. Translated from the Italian by 

Archibald Colquhoun. Hutchinson, 10s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 160 pages. 
The author of this short novel tells the story in the first person in the character of a 
young Italian officer in occupied Greece, who is sent to Athens to bring back a party 
of Greek girls for the military brothels of the various provincial garrison towns. 
The lorry in which they travel is attacked by the partisans and the officer goes through 
the tormenting experience of falling in love with one of his charges. Sordid though 
the theme is, the author succeeds in recapturing much of the nightmarish quality of 
the Greek occupation. The translation is excellent. 


THE CENTENARIANS. A Fable. Gilbert Phelps. Heinemann, 15s. 1958. 
20°5 cm. 224 pages. 

In this imaginative leap into the future, mankind has discovered the secret of longevity 
and decides to segregate some of its most brilliant intellects: they are flown to an 
idyllic but inaccessible mountain plateau, to keep alight the torch of human 
knowledge, though they are too old to reproduce their species. When humanity 
destroys itself their task appears hopeless, but a young couple miraculously escape 
and the rest of the book describes their struggle to adjust themselves to a centenarian 
society. Mr. Phelps has written an original allegory which makes a considerable 
impact as a novel. 


THE CROCODILE TREMBLES. John Deane Potter. Michael Joseph, 18s. 
1958. 20°5 cm. 316 pages. 

This is a first novel, by a leading Fleet Street journalist, who served in Burma during 
the war, and was then Far Eastern correspondent for a popular British newspaper. 
The reactions of his hero to the vanquished Japanese soldiery are, from a British and 
American angle, unorthodox: they reflect an understanding attitude towards an 
alien, hitherto hostile, people which shocks the Western community in an oriental 
outpost. An exciting story without literary pretensions, it is interesting as an 
indication that even the more insular side of the British press has been profoundly 
influenced by the growing sympathy that Western peoples have felt for their Asian 
fellow-men. 


THE ONE-EYED MONSTER. A Novel about Television. Allan Prior. 
Bodley Head, 15s. 1958. 19 cm. 298 pages. 

This satirical tragicomedy poses a serious question in the guise of fiction. Peddling 

chinaware along with offhand, common-sense advice in matters of the heart Fred 

Miffin on the fairground is a confident man with a genuine gift, but transferred to 

the television studio in a “Take My Advice’ panel game he becomes a faltering fraud. 
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Ihe monster misuses his simple honest talent by attempting to turn it into a means 
of amusing millions and it destroys him when he fails to satisfy its voracious demands, 
Allan Prior, who has written many plays and serial scripts for television, has an 
intimate knowledge of the potential of the new medium and his novel is a spirited 
warning against misuse. 


LAND OF DAHORI. Tales of New Guinea. Olaf Ruhen. Macdonald, 16s, 
19$7. 20 cm. 256 pages. 

An unusual book in which the author's reactions to phases in the history of Australian 
New Guinea are both set out in general terms and illustrated in short stories about 
Papuan and foreign inhabitants. Mr. Ruhen, a professional journalist, writes about 
types rather than individual characters and situations, and oversimplifies, perhaps 
intentionally, the complexity of the ethnographic and historical background. The 
stories are, however, entertaining in themselves, and although no bibliography is 
provided in connection with the general discussions, these might well interest the 
general reader in New Guinea and its problems. 


WAYS OF SUNLIGHT. Samuel Selvon. MacGibbon & Kee, 15s. 1958. 
19 cm. 188 pages. 

Mr. Selvon became well known last year through his stories of West Indian 
immigrants living in London. Part of the present book consists of similar tales; the 
rest are set in Trinidad. He writes in two distinct idioms. The first is an orthodox 
fictional style. The second draws on a peculiar patois which is the spoken English of 
the poorer West Indians (it is especially useful for comedy). His work is limited in 
range and he has not yet attempted any elaborate characterisation, but his stories are 
immensely readable for his understanding of West Indian manners and the freshness 
of his dialogue. 


MERRILY TO THE GRAVE. Kathleen Sully. Peter Davies, 12s.6d. 1958. 
19 cm. 176 pages. 

Che lives of lodgers in cheap boarding-houses are frequently explored in present-day 
novels, and the whole framework tends to have become something of a cliché. But 
Kathleen Sully is a writer sufficiently original to bring vitality, human interest and 
genuine compassion to her tale of the people—the pathetic elderly couple, the 
acquisitive wife recently come into a legacy, the prostitute, and the prim vegetarian 
schoolmaster, the boy on the run from the police, the shop-girl soprano—who live 
in Hesta Blazey’s boarding house at Brighton. The story ends on an unexpected climax 
of melodrama. 


TREASURE UPON THE EARTH. Don Whitington. Georgian House 

(Melbourne, Australia), 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 208 pages. 
Within the framework of a fictional biography of a man who rises to be the Prime 
Minister of Australia, the author, a well-known political correspondent, cleverly 
satirises the Australian political scene. Lachlan O’Connor, a shrewd, ambitious man 
around whom the story is built, does not hesitate to use all methods, including 
corruption and the desertion of the party that has been his ladder of advancement, 
to achieve his own ends, only to realise the futility and emptiness of his success. 
Although the development of the story and the description of places and events are 
lightly sketched, there are moments of vivid characterisation which elucidate the 
whole work. 
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Crime, Detection and Mystery 
THE NIGHT OF THE GOOD CHILDREN. Marjorie Carleton. 
Michael Joseph, 13s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 206 pages. 

Four American teen-agers, left to look after a baby while the parents go to a party, 
lose the child through trusting a man who is really a kidnapper. The hunt for the 
lost child is excitingly related. Although the good characters are a little too good 
to be true, and although one never doubts that all will turn out for the best, interest 
is cleverly sustained. 


THE ICE AXE MURDERS. Glyn Carr. Bles, 12s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 
256 pages. Map. 

Mont Blanc is the scene for Glynn Carr’s latest mountaineering mystery. An oddly 
assorted climbing party, which includes two film stars, two schoolmistresses, a 
French police official and an actor manager, is overtaken by a storm; before it 
finishes the members find themselves with a double murder on their hands. The 
plot is ingenious and credible; Glynn Carr plays fair with the reader and even 
provides him with a rough sketch of the mountain. The writing is vivid, clear and 
unpretentious, while the love interest is handled with more freshness than is usual in 
a murder tale. 


GREEK FIRE. Winston Graham. Hodder & Stoughton, 12s.6d. 1958. 
19 cm. 254 pages. 

Gene Vanbrugh, an American who fought in the Greek Resistance during the war, 
returns to Athens; and a number of people have good reason to be alarmed. He 
knows too much. The wealthy George Lascou, who has started a new political party, 
is prepared to stop at nothing to conceal a certain fact about himself. The murder 
of a Spanish dancer is the first of a chain of violent events in a well constructed 
thriller with some intelligent political discussion. The Greek background is well 
done

DON TARQUINIO. A Kataleptic Phantasmatic Romance. Fr. Rolfe 
(Frederick Baron Corvo). Reprint. Chatto & Windus, 12s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 
270 pages. 

Fr. Rolfe is best known for his Hadrian VII, a novel depicting himself in the role of 
a modern Pope, and he possessed a remarkable talent for combining historical with 
autobiographical fantasy. This reprint records a day in the life of a Roman nobleman 
of the early 16th century described by himself. The story is less remarkable than the 
style, and in particular the author’s power to recapture the flavour of Renaissance 
life through minute word-painting of the clothes, the food and the customs of the 
time. The narrative is not overloaded with detail, however, and succeeds as a tour 
de force of descriptive art. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 
Fiction 
CASTLE OF COMFORT. Leslie Atherton. Faber, 12s.6d. 1958. 20-5 cm. 
154 pages. Illustrations by Sheila Findlay. 


‘Time travel’ is a popular device with modern writers who want to make history 
interesting to juvenile readers. Miss Atherton uses it to show the impact of historical 
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events on the beautiful Quantock Hills region of Somerset. A ten-year-old girl 
whose ancestors have lived there for hundreds of years finds a door through which 
she can return to the past and be an eye-witness of her forbears’ encounters with 
marauding Danes and 17th century victims of religious persecution, with highway- 
men and gypsies, with runaway schoolboy s and famous poets. 


YOUNG RUNNER. Robert Bateman. YOUNG DIVER. Philip Harkins. 

Constable, 10s.6d. each. 1958. 20 cm. 160 pages. (Sports Fiction Series) 
This new series plans to combine good, readable stories with accurate background 
information about the sports covered. It should be particularly popular with teen- 
agers. Young Runner is the story of 13-year-old Jack Oakley who shows great 
promise as a junior cricketer but has to abandon the sport because of an accident, 
A Youth Club Leader, himself a former runner of Olympics standard, encourages 
the boy to run, and trains him. Jack does well and the story ends with his determina- 
tion to aim at Olympic honours. There is ample excitement in the story and much 
useful information about the technical and tactical sides of distance running. Young 
Diver is set in Southern California and concerns Ned Palmer, who is about to become 
an acknowledged expert in surfboard riding when he and his closest friend are nearly 
drowned. They both lose their nerve and give up surfing, but the marine biologist 
who saves their lives trains them as aqualungers and they dive in waters populated 
by sharks, Moray eels, octopuses and other equally dangerous inhabitants. It is an 
absorbing story, with a wealth of thrills. 


SHEILA GOES GARDENING. Louise Cochrane. Chatto & Windus, 

8s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 142 pages. Frontispiece. (A Mary Dunn Career Novel) 
This is an excellent book for girls interested in making a career in horticulture, but 
it is well enough written to interest the general reader, too. Having a year to fill in 
between school and Horticultural College, Sheila works under an old gardener, 
raising flowers and vegetables for market. The hardships and frustrations as well as 
the rewards of the life are vividly portrayed, but as a member of a Young Farmers’ 
Club and later at college Sheila learns of the many different kinds of work open to 
the trained student that confirm her in her choice of profession. 


THE SLEEPING BEAUTY and Other Tales) SNOW WHITE and 
Other Stories. Retold by Shirley Goulden. W. H. Allen, 12s.6d. each. 1957. 
34 cm. 60 pages. Illustrations in colour by Benvenuti and Nardini respectively. 
(Splendour Books) 

The Splendour Books, though published in England, are made and printed in Italy 

by the Fratelli Fabbri Editori of Milan. Of the two reviewed here, the first contains 

five stories from Perrault—The Sleeping Beauty, Tom Thumb, Little Red Riding Hood, 

Cinderella and Puss in Boots—and the second, five from Grimm—Snow White, 

Hansel and Gretel, Rose White and Rose Red, Princess Cat-Skin, and The Frog Prince. 

Shirley Goulden has eliminated from her versions of these familiar favourites a good 

deal that might be rather frightening in the originals, and they are therefore 

particularly suitable for reading to small children. The books are most sumptuous in 
appearance, and the illustrations are delightful. 


DICK SMALL IN THE HALF-DECK. Ronald Hope. Chatto & Windus, 
8s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 144 pages. (A Chatto Career Book) 

The subject of Dr. Hope’s narrative is the Merchant Navy. His method is to plunge 

at once into the life of the sea itself, which in the Merchant Navy will take a young 
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man anywhere—or everywhere—and his vivid style of writing is designed chiefly 
for the older boy. An attractive prospect is opened, provided the watchword is 
remembered. It is ‘eternal vigilance’. All the up-to-date aspects of seamanship are 
described or implied, but it is the human factor which still counts most in maritime 
affairs 


CONTINUITY GIRL. Angela Mack. Chatto & Windus, 8s.6d. 1958. 

ig cm. 140 pages. Frontispiece. (A Mary Dunn Career Novel) 
The ‘Continuity Girl’ is responsible, during the making of a film, for co-ordinating 
details of background and costume. The work is interesting and highly paid, but it 
calls for exceptional qualities of quick-wittedness and level-headedness, and is 
difficult to get into. Miss Mack does full justice to the difficulty, and her heroine is 
a quarter of the way through the story before she finds an opening to seize. This is a 
most readable book for teen-agers, full of interesting background material on the 
film industry. 


THE MIDNIGHT FOLK. THE BOX OF DELIGHTS. John Masefield. 

Reprints. Heinemann, 15s. each. 1958. 19 cm. 288: 424 pages. Illustrations. 
[hese two books by the Poet Laureate were widely regarded as worthy of classic 
status when they first appeared in 1927 and 1935, and all who read them then will 
be delighted at the opportunity of introducing them to a new generation of children 
of every age. In the first, we meet Kay Harker as a lonely little orphan boy in a big 
house, cared for by a beautiful but sinister governess. He is led by his friends—a cat, 
an owl, a fox and other ‘midnight folk’—to get the better of Abner Brown, a smooth- 
mannered but terrible wizard, and recover his great-grandfather’s lost treasure. In 
the second, Kay is a schoolboy on holiday when he again encounters Abner and 
rescues from him not only the magic Box of Delights, but also the Bishop of 
Tatchester and the entire staff of the Cathedral, whom the villain has imprisoned 
and is threatening with death by drowning. 


Non-Fiction 

SHAKESPEARE AND ‘HIS PLAYS. H. M. Burton. Methuen, 10s.6d. 
1958. 21-5 cm. 72 pages. Illustrations to the plays by Richard G. Robinson. 
Bibliography. Index. (Methuen’s Outlines) 

Extremely well-designed for boys and girls between the ages of ten and fifteen, 

this volume provides a broad survey of the historical and social conditions of Shake- 

speare’s lifetime, cach play is ‘placed’ in a critical summary and there are useful 

discussions of the Shakespearean canon and the plays of disputed authorship. The 

text is attractively illustrated with line-drawings and woodcuts, and the book should 

serve to lay the foundations of a sound knowledge of Shakespeare. 


MR. COLLINS AND TONY GO FISHING. MR. COLLINS AND 
TONY VISIT HERON WOOD. Christine Dudley and F. R. Elwell. 
Heinemann, 7s.6d. each. 1958. 19°5 cm. 64 pages. Photographs by John Markham, 
Eric Hosking and others. Drawings by Nan Fullarton. 

Most children who have any access to the country go through a phase of intense 

curiosity about natural objects, birds, flowers, rocks, etc., and it is good for them to 

learn early that there are other living things in the world besides themselves and that 
these things have certain rights to be respected by man. These two books—the 
outcome of a well-known B.B.C. feature—through their accuracy in observation 
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of British wild life will help to develop this respect for other creatures which is a 
basis of self-respect. 


DR. BARNARDO. Donald Ford. Black, 6s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 96 pages 

Illustrations by Richard Kennedy. (Lives to Remember) 
Children of twelve years old or thereabouts will enjoy this account of the life and 
work of Dr. Barnardo (1845-1905). In easy story-telling style Mr. Ford describes 
the feclings of the great philanthropist on discovering the plight of the many destitute 
children of the East End of London, and the untiring efforts through which, by the 
end of his life, over sixty thousand children from London and other towns had been 
provided with shelter in the famous homes which he founded. The book shows 
something of the meaning of social service, and would be a suitable addition to a 
school library. 


GREAT MOMENTS IN ARCHAEOLOGY. Ivor Noél Hume. Phoenix 
House, 7s.6d. 1958. 19 cm. 128 pages. Illustrations by Bruce Cornwell. 
Chis book is one of a series on exciting and dramatic achievements, issued by Phoenix 
House for older children. It tells, simply and interestingly, the stories of a number of 
important archacological discoveries including, among the more recent, those of the 
Sutton Hoo Treasure, the London Temple of Mithras and the Lascaux Cave paintings. 
Among the older achievements included are the work of 18th century excavators at 
Pompeii and Herculaneum, of Schliemann at Troy, and Edward Thomas in Yucatan. 


THE LAND AND PEOPLE OF MALAYA AND SINGAPORE. 
Joanna Moore. Black, 7s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 96 pages. Illustrations. Map. Index. 
(Lands and Peoples Series) 

In this excellent little addition to this series the author unfolds for the young student 

the geographical and economic history of today’s Malaya. She shows not only a wide 

knowledge of the maritime importance and varied products of the land, but also an 

understanding of the unique complexities of the people. An appendix provides a 

useful summary of historical and economic facts. 


BOY ON A HORSE. The Story of Adam Lindsay Gordon. H. J. Samuel 
and Enid Moodie Heddle. F. W. Cheshire (Melbourne, Australia), 15s.6d. 1957. 
22 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations by Alison Forbes. 

From factual records and incidents suggested in Gordon’s poetry, the authors, both 
well known for their other books for children, have created a spirited biographical 
story of the Australian poet, Adam Lindsay Gordon. The story is concerned more with 
the character of the man than with his poetic achievements. His intense love of horses 
and riding, the influence of the freedom and vigour of the Australian countryside so 
different from his English background, the brooding melancholy and lack of purpose 
which finally led to his suicide are narrated in a lucid style that makes the book 
absorbing reading for older children. 


THE STORY OF THE SECOND WORLD WAR. Katharine Savage. 
Oxford University Press, 158. 1957. 22 cm. 240 pages. Illustrations. Maps. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. 

This is an admirable survey of the war for young people and the author has her readers 

constantly in view. The narrative is good factual history. All the major campaigns 

are briefly covered and, in spite of the wide range, include a surprising amount of 
carefully selected detail which helps them to be understood and appreciated. 
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ABOUT RAILWAYS. Herbert Simon and William Fenton. Penguin Books, 
38.6d. 1957. Obl. 22-5 cm. 28 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). Paper covers. 
(Puffin Picture Books) 

This picture book is mainly, though not entirely, about British railways. It should 

appeal to boys of 8-12, and its illustrations include a number of famous locomotives 

built in the earlier years of the century, as well as the later designs in steam, diesel and 
electric traction. There are clear diagrams which will help the reader to understand 
the simpler problems of signalling. 


ELECTRICITY FOR BOYS. G. Sommerhoff. Blackwell (Oxford), 9s.6d. 
1957. 19 cm. 20 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by Barry Surie. 

A series of four booklets, bound together to form a very elementary introduction to 
the subject for children of ten and upwards. The first section introduces such concepts 
as the atom, electron, nucleus, electrical charge, electric current, etc. The remaining 
sections deal with magnetism, current electricity and static electricity, and describe 
a number of simple experiments that a boy can perform with common materials 
easily accessible in the home. The book is attractively produced, and the very practical 
approach will appeal to children of all ranges of intelligence. 


THE LAND AND PEOPLE OF DENMARK. Reginald Spink. Black, 
7s.6d. 1958. 20 cm. 96 pages. Illustrations (4 in colour). Map. Index. (Lands and 
Peoples Series) 

This is a comparatively short but entertaining introduction to the Danish scene for 
young people. It discourses briefly on food, history, customs, sports and agriculture, 
and there are regional chapters—Zealand, Jutland, Bornholm—as well as short 
surveys of Greenland and the Faroes. Those who know the subject well may disagree 
with a detail here and there or wonder at an omission, but this does not detract from 
the overall appeal of the book, which is useful and readable. 


JET PLANES WORK LIKE THIS. John W. R. Taylor. Phoenix House, 

gs.6d. 1958. 25-5 cm. 64 pages. Illustrations by John W. Wood. Index. 
Jet aircraft have become familiar enough and excite little comment in our day and 
age, yet the story of their evolution is a fascinating example of the incredible speed 
of scientific and technical development and cannot fail to thrill any boy who reads it. 
This book contains sufficient technical detail to whet the appetite for more. The 
principles of jet propulsion and the basic features of various types of jet engine are 
described in simple terms, the major problems of high speed flight are discussed and 
the author gives an account of probable future developments. Although written 
primarily for young people, the book could be read by adults who want a non- 
technical introduction to the subject. 


GREAT INVENTORS. Norman Wymer. Oxford University Press, 8s.6d. 
1957. 19 cm. 260 pages. Illustrations. (Lives of Great Men and Women. Series Mil) 
Eight chapters give short biographies of James Watt, George Stephenson, Louis 
Braille, Sir Henry Bessemer, Gottlicb Daimler, Thomas Alva Edison, Guglielmo 
Marconi, and the Wright brothers. Simply told, dispensing with technicalities, they 
serve as a useful introduction to the character and achievements of these men for the 

young reader. 
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
